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NOAH SEWELL EXPECTED 
TO REACH NEW HEIGHTS UNDER 
HEAD COACH DAN LANNING 


In many ways, Noah Sewell isn’t like most people. With his combination of 
speed and power, tenacity and football IQ, the Oregon linebacker is a physical 
marvel and the heart and soul of the Ducks’ defense. 

So, yeah, in most ways, Sewell is an outlier. The night of Jan. 10, 2022, however, 
was an exception. On that night, Sewell was just like the rest of us. 

That night, Sewell joined millions of other sports fans who sat transfixed as the 
College Football Playoff National Championship played out. The game was dominated 
by Georgia's defense, and in particular the Bulldogs’ menacing middle linebackers. 

Sewell knew that the coordinator of that defense, Dan Lanning, had one month 
earlier been named the next head coach at Oregon. And so as he watched Georgia 
inside linebackers Quay Walker, Channing Tindall and Nakobe Dean terrorize the 
Crimson Tide that night, Sewell couldn't help but think about the future. 

The future for himself, and the future for the Oregon defense. 

“Wow,” Sewell thought to himself that night. “We're really about to get this coach.” 

At some point shortly before or after the CFP Championship game, Lanning 
himself most likely had a similar thought. At some point, Lanning fired up tape of 
the UO defense, to get a sense for the unit he would inherit. And one can imagine 


him seeing a guy wearing No. 1, roaming sideline to sideline to make tackles, 


blowing up blockers at the line of scrimmage, and thinking to himself, “Wow, I’m 
really about to coach this guy.” 

As the 2022 football season approaches, the Ducks have some roles to solidify 
at the skill positions, including quarterback, running back, receiver and in the 
defensive secondary. But Oregon looks rock-solid in the trenches, led by a veteran 
line on offense, and a front seven on defense headlined by Sewell. 

In 2020, Sewell was named Pac-12 Freshman Defensive Player of the Year 
by the conference’s coaches. He was the only true freshman in the Power 5 to 
lead his team in tackles, and he did so for Oregon's second straight conference 
championship team. The only downside was that Sewell missed the chance to 
play for the Ducks with his older brother Penei, who opted out of that pandemic- 
disrupted season to prepare for a pro career. 

Soon enough, though, the Sewells will indeed have the chance to compete 
together. Because after following up his first year with an all-Pac-12 first-team 
season in 2021, and being named a Butkus Award semifinalist, Noah Sewell is 
already drawing the attention of NFL scouts. 

Noah may not end up on the same NFL team as Penei. But there’s no doubt 


he’s on the path to a pro career, and potentially pro stardom. 


“Sewell flies around the field and has sideline-to-sideline range,” wrote 
ESPN’s Mel Kiper Jr., who recently projected Sewell as the No. 23 prospect for 
the 2023 draft. “He tracks quarterbacks well when that’s his assignment, and 
he can make tackles in space. The Ducks also move him around the defense, so 
Sewell’s versatility sticks out on tape. He has some coverage skills too.” 

The website Pro Football Focus described Sewell as a “one-man freight train 
at the linebacker position” and said that, “give him a straight line to the ball 
carrier, and it’s a wrap.” That said, their analysis noted, improved coverage skills 
might be necessary to solidify status as a first-round pick. 

If there’s room to improve for Sewell, he sounds ready to attack that 
challenge. A quiet destroyer of ball carriers in 2020, Sewell began to raise his 
voice more as a leader in 2021. And his demands on himself and his teammates 
should only increase in 2022. 

“We're always competing, always trying to better each other,” Sewell said. 
“Day in and day out in the weight room, in the film room — competing always.” 

That’s the kind of attitude that permeated the household when Sewell was a 
young boy. His oldest brother, Gabriel, was the first football star of the family, 
going on to play collegiately at Nevada and in the USFL. Nephi Sewell played 
collegiately at Utah before earning a shot in the NFL, and Penei started all 16 
games he played as a rookie for the Detroit Lions in 2021. 

Noah Sewell has a new brotherhood in the linebacker room at Oregon. Now 
he’s grinding alongside the likes of Jeff Bassa, Justin Flowe, Jackson LaDuke 
and Keith Brown, forming one of the most formidable position groups in the 
Pac-12 — and maybe the country.

Coverage may be 
an area where Sewell can improve, but he did break up five passes in 2021, 
including one interception. And with his punishing style, he forced two 
fumbles on the season. 

As the 2022 season approached, preseason honors for Sewell began to 
accumulate. A year after being a Butkus Award semifinalist, he was named 
a first-team preseason all-American by analyst Phil Steele. Already, the 
anticipation was building for the potential Sewell could have while playing 
under a defensive-minded coach like Lanning. 

In a perfect world, it will be Lanning, Sewell and the Ducks playing for a 
national title come January 2023. It will be players from other teams around 
the country nestling into their couches to watch Oregon compete on the 
highest stage, for college football’s ultimate prize. And it will be recruits 
considering the UO football team who will watch Sewell patrolling the 
defense for Oregon and think to themselves: “Wow. Could I maybe play like 
that guy one day?” 

Few could dream of playing at such a high level. The Ducks are glad to 
have Sewell bringing that kind of performance to their defense in 2022. And 
Oregon fans look forward to cheering on the next great defensive star to patrol 


Autzen Stadium in the green and yellow this season.

BREEDS SUCCESS DUCKS OFFENSE

Once the leaders of a razzle-dazzle revolution in college football offense, 
Oregon in recent years evolved into one of the nation’s most physical teams 
at the line of scrimmage. 

Now, the Ducks are looking to combine the best of both worlds. Head coach 
Dan Lanning hired Kenny Dillingham as offensive coordinator for the 2022 
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season and beyond, and with a new coordinator plus new faces at many of the

offensive skill positions, the Ducks are looking to forge a new identity this fall. 
“We want to be physical, we want to be fast,” all-purpose back Seven 
McGee said. “We want to be a big, powerhouse Pac-12 team, not just a 
West Coast team that plays fast.” 
McGee was one of several young playmakers who made their presence 
felt for Oregon over the recent offseason. With the likes of Jaylon Redd, 
Johnny Johnson and Devon Williams now working to make NFL rosters, 


McGee, Troy Franklin, Dont’e Thornton and Kris Hutson are the big-name 
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veterans of the receiving corps, joined by transfer Chase Cota. 
The running back room also looks different, after the departures of Travis 
Dye and CJ Verdell. The Ducks added transfers Noah Whittington and 


Mar Keise Irving to compete with veterans Byron Cardwell and Sean Dollars. 


The tight end group looks familiar with four returners leading the way 
— Terrance Ferguson, Moliki Matavao, Cam McCormick and Patrick 
Herbert. But they too are looking to put a fresh twist on Oregon offensively 


in 2022, at least compared with recent years. After being primarily used as 


blockers in a run-heavy offense, Dillingham’s focus on spreading the ball

around and getting it in the hands of playmakers seems to bode well for an 


experienced and talented tight end group. 


Oregon in 2021 prized efficiency — the Ducks were the third-best rushing 
team in the Pac-12 and were third as well in both fewest turnovers lost and 
turnover margin. The team’s passer rating was 138 .84, No. 5 in the conference. 


In 2022, efficiency and ball security still will be points of emphasis. But 


when the Ducks opened their 2022 Spring Game with a 70-yard pass to 
McGee, and capped it with a 70-yard touchdown reception by Thornton, 


they also demonstrated a renewed commitment to making explosive plays.

From a personnel standpoint, Oregon’s offense entering the 2022 season is 
a mix of established veterans — think Alex Forsyth or Bo Nix — and younger 
guys champing at the bit to make an impression — think Byron Cardwell or 
Seven McGee. 

The same could be said of the staff coaching those Ducks on offense. First- 
year head coach Dan Lanning hired Kenny Dillingham to coordinate Oregon's 
offense, and Dillingham has surrounded himself with a staff comprised of both 
impact veterans of the college coaching scene and up-and-coming future stars 
of the profession. 

Lanning and Dillingham hired some of the West Coast’s elite recruiters 
and talent developers over the last decade. Oregon’s new associate head coach 
and offensive line assistant is Adrian Klemm, who was named Pac-12 recruiter 
of the year by 247Sports while at UCLA in 2012. The Ducks’ new receivers 
assistant and Dillingham’s co-offensive coordinator is Junior Adams, who won 
some head-to-head battles with Oregon while recruiting for Washington the 
past three years. 

“This is a heavy hitter staff,” Adams said after coaching his first spring camp 
with the Ducks. “It’s as talented as football coaches come.” 

The experience of Klemm and Adams is complemented by the go-getter 
enthusiasm of running backs coach Carlos Locklyn, who is in just his second 
year as an on-field collegiate assistant. The Ducks have another up-and-comer 
in tight ends coach Drew Mehringer, a 2010 graduate of Rice. 

A criminal justice major in college who then went into law enforcement, 
Locklyn began coaching high school football in 2009 before moving over to 
the college ranks in 2017, initially as a weight room assistant at Memphis. He 
finally earned an on-field coaching role last season, coaching running backs at 
Western Kentucky. 

“T still work like I’m the guy who's showing up at Memphis every day (after) 
sleeping in my car, changing in the bathroom, all in hopes of just getting a 
locker and another (team-issued) shirt,” Locklyn said. “That’s the approach I 
take every day, and it rolls off on my players — I ain’ giving you nothing; you 
gotta work for everything.” 

Locklyn was hired at Memphis in 2017 when the head coach there was Mike 
Norvell. Previously Norvell had worked at both Pittsburgh and Arizona State, and 
Norvell overlapped at both of those schools with none other than Oregon's new 
head coach, Lanning. Dillingham, meanwhile, joined the Memphis staff under 


Norvell in 2016, before reuniting with him the last two seasons at Florida State.

Now Dillingham is working with both Locklyn and Lanning in Eugene, and 
installing the offense he’s honed as coordinator for Memphis, Auburn and the 
Seminoles over the last four years. 

“His energy is infectious,” Adams said of Dillingham. “He’s very smart, very 
bright. He knows what he wants out of this system, and he’s putting guys in 
position to make plays. I’m excited to work with him, excited to learn from him.” 

Along with his system, Dillingham spent spring practice fostering the culture 
he wants to see on offense. At its root is having the desire and work ethic to 
improve with each practice, and then carry that over into games this fall. 

“T feel like our guys started to buy into that belief,” Dillingham said at the 


conclusion of spring drills. “That we've just gotta get better, every single day.”

From the pandemic to another coaching change to conference upheaval, it’s been 
a chaotic few years for Oregon football fans. 

The 2020 season was played in mostly empty stadiums due to COVID-19. 
The 2021 season ended with Mario Cristobal’s departure. As the 2022 season 
approached, the future of the Pac-12 Conference was cast into doubt. 

Oregon fans could understandably be left craving something — anything — 
that promised consistency and enjoyment. Fortunately, few things in life are as 
consistently enjoyable as fall Saturdays at Autzen Stadium. 

Fall brings the promise of brighter days ahead, and for Oregon those feelings 
of optimism are only amplified by renewed energy for the program under head 
coach Dan Lanning. A first-time head coach, the 36-year-old Lanning joined the 
Ducks fresh off a College Football Playoff National Championship as defensive 
coordinator at Georgia. 

Since moving to Eugene full-time in January, Lanning has infused the program 
with positivity and maintained Oregon's reputation for elite recruiting on a 
nationwide basis. Now comes the really fun part: taking the field for the first time 
with the Ducks, beginning this fall. 

And when Lanning leads Oregon onto the field against his former team from 
Georgia, on Sept. 3 in Atlanta, one week before the Ducks’ home opener in Autzen 
Stadium, he will be at the helm of a deep, talented roster ready to challenge once 


again for the Pac-12 Conference title. 


OFFENSE 
There weren't a ton of holes to fill for Oregon coming off the 2021 season, but 


those that existed were at marquee positions. They included replacing defensive 
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stars Kayvon Thibodeaux, Verone McKinley III and Mykael Wright, along with 
several key veterans at the offensive skill positions. 

The offensive backfield will have a new look in 2022, after the graduation of 
quarterback Anthony Brown Jr. and the departure of running backs CJ Verdell 
and Travis Dye. The Ducks returned two promising young quarterbacks in Jay 
Butterfield and Ty Thompson, and they added to the mix transfer Bo Nix — whose 
collegiate debut happened to be against Oregon, when he was a freshman at 
Auburn in 2019. 

Yes, there’s faith that Butterfield and Thompson can develop into elite college 
quarterbacks. Nix makes that battle even more competitive. And a more competitive 
practice environment will result in more competitive game environments. 
“Competition breeds excellence,” Lanning said. “Ultimately we're going to have 
competition at every position across the board, quarterback included.” 

Running back is included as well. The Ducks return two up-and-comers 
who have shined in limited roles previously, Sean Dollars and Byron Cardwell. 
But Noah Whittington joined the mix in the spring, and Mar’Keise Irving and 
Jordan James arrived over the summer. Receiver was no different: the transfer 
portal yielded Chase Cota in the spring and Caleb Chapmen over the summer, 
to compete with young returners Troy Franklin, Dont’e Thornton, Kris Hutson 
and Seven McGee. 

Veteran stability on offense will be provided at the line of scrimmage. Terrance 
Ferguson and Moliki Matavao infused the tight end room with young talent in 
2021, and they're now keys to a veteran group that also includes Cam McCormick 
and Patrick Herbert, both looking to bounce back from injuries. 


And then there’s the offensive line. Oregon fans know well the value of a senior-

laden line; the 2014 and 2019 seasons, just to cite recent examples, featured veteran 
offensive lines that led the Ducks to conference championships. The 2022 group 
has to prove it belongs in that conversation, but it has the pieces to do so after the 
likes of Malaesala Aumavae-Laulu, TJ Bass and Alex Forsyth opted to stay in school 
this fall rather than test the NFL Draft waters. Ryan Walk and Steven Jones also 
are back, and the next generation is being groomed as well, including the versatile 
Jackson Powers-Johnson, hulking sophomores Marcus Harper II and Faaope 


Laloulu and five-star recruit Josh Conerly Jr. 


DEFENSE 

The line of scrimmage should be a strength on the defensive side as well. The 
Ducks return three rocks in Popo Aumavae, Brandon Dorlus and Keyon Ware- 
Hudson. They all spent spring practices rehabbing injuries, which allowed the likes 
of Sua’ava Poti, Keanu Williams and newcomer Sam Taimani to stockpile valuable 
reps that will benefit them this year and beyond. 

The linebacker group should be truly elite, and that’s despite the loss of 
Thibodeaux on the edge. Oregon could make an argument for having the best 
inside linebacker room in the country, led by Noah Sewell, Justin Flowe, Jeffrey 
Bassa and Jackson LaDuke. Mase Funa and Bradyn Swinson bring size and 
athleticism to the edges. 


With all those stars in the front seven, a head coach with Lanning’s defensive 


pedigree has much to work with. Oregon's reputation nationally might be on 
offense. But reputations can change. “People might say, “You can’t play defense like 
you used to play,” said Lanning, whose Georgia defense produced multiple first- 
round draft picks. “And ultimately for me I’m going to say, why not? Why can we 
not adapt? Why can’t we recreate? And if you have a group of men that believe in 
that, then great things can be accomplished.” 

Like the skill positions on offense, Oregon’s secondary in 2022 will look much 
different. Wright, McKinley and DJ James have moved on. But the transfer portal 
brought Christian Gonzalez to Eugene, reuniting him with his former position 
coach at Colorado, new UO cornerbacks coach Demetrice Martin. Gonzalez, 
veteran Dontae Manning and freshman Jahlil Florence provide a mix of veteran 
experience and exciting youth at corner, while safeties Bryan Addison and Trikweze 
Bridges provide exceptional length on the back end. At nickel, the Ducks have two 
proven playmakers in Bennett Williams and Jamal Hill. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 

The Ducks bring back some veterans in place-kicker Camden Lewis and long 
snapper Karsten Battles. And skill players including Dollars, McGee and Hutson 
can jump in to return kicks and punts. One question mark over the offseason 
was punter, where veteran Tom Snee took some time away from the team during 


the spring.

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2022 PAC-12 PREVIEW 


CONFERENCE OUTLOOK 


The times, they are a-changin’ for major college football on the West Coast. This 
past summer, USC and UCLA announced that they intend to leave the Pac-12 
Conference for the Big Ten, beginning with the 2024 football season. Decades of 
tradition will be left in the rearview mirror by the Trojans and Bruins, while the 
remaining conference members forge new futures for themselves. Just two more 


seasons of normalcy remain. 


2021 PAC-12 CHAMPIONSHIP GAME 

Two weeks after Utah ruined Oregon’s College Football Playoff hopes with a 
regular-season victory in Salt Lake City, the Utes won a rematch with the Ducks 
in remarkably similar fashion to win the Pac-12 Championship Game and clinch 
the first Rose Bowl berth in school history. The two games played out in markedly 
similar fashion — Oregon couldn’ find rhythm on offense, suffered a critical special 
teams breakdown before halftime and was worn down defensively by Utah’s rushing 
attack. Not long after, Oregon coach Mario Cristobal announced his departure 


from the program. 


NORTH DIVISION 

California is entering its sixth season under former UO defensive back Justin 
Wilcox, and looking to end a streak of 12 years without a winning season. The 
offense needs to replace most of the skill positions, and welcomed Purdue transfer 
Jack Plummer at quarterback, to lead a unit coordinated by former UO quarterback 
Bill Musgrave. Among the new faces on defense is linebacker Jackson Sirmon, son 
of defensive coordinator and former UO linebacker Peter Sirmon. 

Oregon State made its first bowl appearance in eight years last season, and will 
look to build off that momentum under head coach Jonathan Smith. The strength 
of the offense has been the running game, behind an offensive line that returns three 
starters in 2022. The defense returns starting experience at all three levels, and has 
a new coordinator in Trent Bray. 

Stanford only won three times in 2021, though one of those victories was 
the first loss of the season for Oregon, as the Ducks suffered critical late-game 
breakdowns in a loss on the Farm. Tanner McKee quarterbacked that upset and is 
back this season, along with nine other starters on offense. The defense had more 
rebuilding to do, both in replacing personnel and switching to a front that will 
place more emphasis on athleticism rather than size on the edges. 

Washington is looking to bounce back from a 4-8 season that saw Jimmy Lake 
depart as coach, and Kalen DeBoer take over. The Huskies return a two-year starter 
at quarterback in Dylan Morris, but he faced competition for the job entering this 
season. The defense will feature edge rusher Zion Tupuola-Fetui, who can impact a 
game the way Kayvon Thibodeaux did for the Ducks the past three years. 

Washington State coach Jake Dickert had the “interim” tag removed from his job 
title after winning the Apple Cup last fall, and it’s now his program to direct. The 
Cougars in 2022 will feature one of the most intriguing new faces in the conference, 
quarterback Cameron Ward, who broke out on the national scene a year ago despite 
playing for Incarnate Word of the FCS. He will have a veteran receiving corps to 
throw to, and the Cougars also return a veteran defensive front headlined by end 


Ron Stone Jr., the younger brother of former Oregon volleyball star Ronika Stone. 


SOUTH DIVISION 

Arizona also has a new face at quarterback, and it’s the man Ward replaced at 
Washington State, Jayden de Laura. The league’s reigning offensive freshman of 
the year will play behind a veteran offensive line, and among his receivers will be 
freshman Tetairoa McMillan, a player the Ducks coveted in recruiting. Defensively 
the Wildcats took a step forward in 2021, but their coordinator last season, Don 
Brown, left for a head coaching position at Massachusetts. 


Arizona State might be the most tumultuous program in the conference right now,

and that’s saying something given all the coaching changes, quarterback movement 
and conference realignment. Herm Edwards is facing an NCAA investigation for 
recruiting practices during the pandemic, and massive staff turnover. He also has to 
replace quarterback Jayden Daniels, who transferred to LSU. 

Colorado is coming off a four-win season that prompted significant personnel 
and coaching turnover within Karl Dorrell’s program. The Buffs can rebuild around 
a veteran quarterback in Brandon Lewis, at least. The defense is young, and shifted 
to a 4-3 front to take advantage of depth at the line. 

Southern California also is rebuilding in 2022, but the Trojans have sky-high 
expectations under new head coach Lincoln Riley. The former Oklahoma coach 
welcomed his quarterback with the Sooners to Los Angeles as well, and Caleb 
Williams will have the chance to hand off to new USC running back Travis Dye, a 
transfer from Oregon. As usual at USC, talent abounds, and there's hope in L.A. a 
new coach can get it to jell quickly. 

UCLA enjoyed a breakthrough, eight-win season under Chip Kelly in 2021. 
Quarterback Dorian Thompson-Robinson is back to help the Bruins build on 
that progress, along with running back Zach Charbonnet. Former UO defensive 
assistant Jerry Azzinaro is now also the former UCLA defensive coordinator, as he 
stepped down with the Bruins in January. 

Utah is coming off a Rose Bowl appearance and a Pac-12 title, returns its head 
coach and many of its best players, and so looks like a strong threat to repeat as 
conference champs. Cameron Rising and Tavion Thomas are back in the offensive 
backfield, while the defense does need to replace linebackers Devin Lloyd and 
Nephi Sewell. 
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an Lanning was officially announced as the 35th head coach in Oregon 
football history on December 11, 2021, as athletic director Rob Mullens 
brought one of college football’s brightest young coaches and top defensive 


minds to Eugene to lead the Ducks. 

“Dan is an outstanding, high-energy football coach who will provide a 
world-class experience for our football student-athletes,” Mullens said. “He is a 
tremendous recruiter and developer of talent, and we will continue to compete 
for championships while providing an environment where our football student- 
athletes can develop to their fullest potential in the classroom, on the football field, 
and as people. We are grateful for the opportunity to have Dan as the leader of our 
football program, and we look forward to the positive impact he will have on our 
student-athletes.” 


Lanning came to Oregon after spending the previous four seasons at Georgia, 


including the last three as defensive coordinator. He directed the top defense in the 
nation in his three seasons as defensive coordinator, and helped lead the Bulldogs 
to the 2022 national championship before taking over full-time as Oregon’s new 
head coach. 

A two-time finalist for the Broyles Award as the nation’s top assistant coach, 
Lanning joined Georgia in 2018 as outside linebackers coach before being 
promoted to defensive coordinator. 

A Missouri native, Lanning began his collegiate coaching career as a graduate 
assistant at Pittsburgh in 2011, and also had stints at Arizona State (2012-13), Sam 
Houston State (2014), Alabama (2015), and Memphis (2016-17). He made is on- 
field collegiate coaching debut at Sam Houston State as the defensive backs coach. 

As an assistant coach, Lanning has been to and won four of the New Year's Six 
bowl games, including national titles with both Georgia in 2022 and Alabama in 


2015. In four years with Lanning on staff, Georgia also won three SEC Eastern 
Division titles (2018-19, 2021) and reached back-to-back Allstate Sugar Bowls 
(2018-19), the Chick-fil-A Peach Bowl (2020), and the Capital One Orange Bowl 
(2021, CFP Semifinal). 


ELITE DEFENSE 

Lanning oversaw the nation’s top overall defense in his three seasons as Georgia’s 
defensive coordinator, including a historically dominant unit in 2021, as he helped 
lead the Bulldogs to their third-ever national championship and first since 1980. 

In three seasons with Lanning coordinating the defense, Georgia led the country 
in combined scoring defense (13.6 points per game) and rushing defense (75.7 
yards per game), while also ranking No. 2 in total defense (284.3 YPG). 

Lanning’s 2021 Georgia defense led the nation in scoring defense by a wide 
margin at just 10.2 points per game, 4.6 points per game better than any other team 
in the country. During 12 regular season contests, Georgia’s opponents mustered 
just 6.9 points per game. 

The Bulldogs’ defense was especially impressive during the 2021 College Football 
Playoff, with Lanning’s unit fueling the program to the national title. Georgia held 
Michigan to just 11 points in the CFP semifinal, and then limited an Alabama 
offense that averaged 41.4 points per game to just 18 points in the national title 
game. 

The 2021 Georgia defense allowed just 16 touchdowns all season under Lanning, 
five fewer than any other team in the country. The Bulldogs held opponents to 
10 points or less nine times in 15 games, and Georgia played 11 full quarters to 
start the season before surrendering a touchdown. In back-to-back games versus 
Vanderbilt and Arkansas, Lanning’s unit pitched consecutive shutouts while 
winning by a combined score of 99-0. 

Georgia's historic 2021 season also saw the Bulldogs lead the nation in red-zone 
defense (62.5 score %), while ranking second in total defense (267.9 YPG), rushing 
defense (78.87 YPG) and yards allowed per play (4.15), and fourth in sacks (49.0). 
Georgia also had a stout passing defense, ranking 12th overall at 189.1 yards per game. 

Lanning also directed the nation’s top scoring defense in 2019 — his first year 
as defensive coordinator — when the Bulldogs allowed just 12.6 points per game. 
Georgia led the country in rushing defense (74.6 YPG) and set a school record with 


an FBS-best two rushing touchdowns allowed, while ranking second nationally in 


yards allowed per play (4.29) and third in total defense (275.7 YPG). 
In a 26-14 win over Baylor in the Allstate Sugar Bowl to cap the 2019 season, 


Lanning’s defense held the Bears scoreless in the first half and allowed just 61 
rushing yards and 295 total yards. 

Lanning’s unit led the nation in rushing defense (72.3 YPG) for the second 
year in a row in 2020 while ranking 12th in total defense (321.0 YPG) and 16th 
in scoring defense (20.0 PPG). In a 44-21 win over Tennessee, Georgia allowed an 
incredible minus-1 rushing yards and 214 total yards while recording three forced 
fumbles and an interception. 

The Bulldogs closed out the 2020 season with a thrilling performance in the 
Chick-fil-A Peach Bowl, with Lanning’s defense holding No. 8 Cincinnati scoreless 
in the fourth quarter as Georgia scored 14 unanswered points to win, 24-21. 

In Lanning’s first season at Georgia as the outside linebackers coach in 2018, the 
Bulldogs ranked 13th nationally in total defense (314.3 YPG) and 14th in scoring 
defense (19.2 PPG). 

Lanning was the inside linebackers coach at Memphis in 2016 and 2017, helping 


lead a defense that ranked in the top five nationally in turnovers gained both years.

DEVELOPING STARS 

Lanning has proven his ability as a talent developer, coaching some of 
the top defensive players in all of college football throughout his career. 

In 2021, Lanning coordinated an elite Georgia defense that was led 
by a pair of first-team all-Americans in defensive tackle Jordan Davis 
and linebacker Nakobe Dean. Defensive lineman Devonte Wyatt joined 
Davis and Dean on the all-SEC first team, and three more Bulldogs 
earned second-team honors. 

Davis was an absolute force in the middle of the Bulldog defense, 
winning the Chuck Bednarik Award as the nation’s top defensive player 
as well as the Outland Trophy as the top FBS interior lineman. He 
joined Ndamukong Suh (2009, Nebraska) and Aaron Donald (2013, 
Pittsburgh) as the only players to win the Bednarik Award and the 
Outland Trophy in the same season. 

Dean took home the 2021 Butkus Award as the top linebacker in the 
country, becoming the second Bulldog to win the honor in its 37-year 
history. Dean was second on the team with 72 tackles while adding a 
team-high 10.5 tackles for loss, six sacks, two forced fumbles, and two 
interceptions. 

That 2021 defense enjoyed a historic 2022 NFL Draft, with a 
whopping eight players from Lanning’s unit being selected. That group 
was led defensive end Travon Walker, who went No. 1 overall to the 
Jacksonville Jaguars. Walker was joined by Davis (Philadelphia, No. 13), 
linebacker Quay Walker (Green Bay, No. 22), Wyatt (Green Bay, No. 
28) and safety Lewis Cine (Minnesota, No. 32) in the first round as 
Georgia became the first defense ever to have five first-round selections 
in the same draft. Dean and fellow linebacker Channing Tindall both 
went in the third round to give Lanning’s defense seven picks in the first 
three rounds. 

In 2020, Lanning coached a defense that featured four 2021 NFL 
Draft selections. Defensive back Eric Stokes was taken by the Green Bay 
Packers with the 29th overall pick after putting together a first-team all- 
American season with four interceptions. 

Defensive back Tyson Campbell went four picks after Stokes at No. 
33 overall to the Jacksonville Jaguars, and linebacker Azeez Ojulari was 
taken at No. 50 by the New York Giants. Ojulari led the SEC in sacks 
(8.5) and forced fumbles (3) while ranking second in tackles for loss 
(11.5). Linebacker Monty Rice went to the Tennessee Titans in the third 
round with the 92nd overall pick. 

Lanning’s 2019 Georgia defense was led by safety J.R. Reed, who 
earned all-America honors by four different outlets. Linebacker Tae 
Crowder was a semifinalist for the Butkus Award and was taken by the 
Giants with the final pick of the 2020 NFL Draft. 

In his first season at Georgia in 2018, Lanning coached outside 
linebacker D’Andre Walker to a second-team all-SEC selection. Walker 
led the team in sacks and tackles for loss and was a fifth-round pick by 
the Tennessee Titans in the 2019 NFL Draft. 

As the inside linebackers coach at Memphis (2016-17), Lanning 
coached a two-time first-team all-AAC selection in linebacker 
Genard Avery, a fifth-round pick by the Cleveland Browns in the 
2018 NFL Draft. 

Lanning made his on-field collegiate coaching debut at Sam Houston 
State in 2014 as the defensive backs coach, mentoring three players who 
earned all-Southland Conference honors. Trenier Orr also received all- 


America recognition. 


RELENTLESS RECRUITER 

Lanning is regarded as one of the top recruiters in the country. At the time of 
his hiring at Oregon, 247Sports listed Lanning as the No. 8 ranked recruiter in 
the nation. 

Oregon's new head coach immediately went to work on the recruiting trail upon 
arriving in Eugene, signing a 2022 class that 247Sports regarded as the 13th best in 
the country and best in the Pac-12 entering the season. Lanning’s initial UO class 
included five-star offensive lineman Josh Conerly Jr., as well as 10 four-star recruits. 

Lanning was the lead recruiter for linebacker Nakobe Dean, the eventual 2021 
Butkus Award winner as the nation’s top linebacker and first-team all-American. 
Dean was 247Sports’ No. 2 ranked inside linebacker in the 2019 class and No. 19 
player overall. 

Lanning played a huge role in Georgia signing defensive end Nolan Smith, the 
top-ranked overall player in the 2019 class. In three seasons with the Bulldogs, 
Smith has racked up 81 total tackles, 11.0 tackles for loss, and 6.5 sacks with two 
forced fumbles and an interception. 

According to 247Sports, Lanning has received commitments from five five-star 
prospects and 14 four-star recruits. 

Lanning was the on-campus recruiting coordinator at Arizona State in 2013, 
helping the Sun Devils land a top-20 signing class. Lanning was also the co- 


recruiting coordinator during his year at Sam Houston State in 2014. 


PLAYING CAREER & PERSONAL 

Born in North Kansas City, Missouri, Lanning spent his playing days as a 
linebacker at William Jewell College in Liberty, Mo. He earned two Bachelor of 
Science degrees in physical education and secondary education in 2008. 

Lanning began his coaching career at Park Hill South High School in Missouri 
after earning his degree, spending three seasons as the special teams, defensive backs 
and wide receivers coach. During that time, he completed coursework for his Master's 
degree in secondary administration from William Woods University in Fulton, Mo. 


Lanning and his wife, Sauphia, have three sons — Caden, Kniles, and Titan.

After the defense got off the field 
quickly again, with a three-and-out, quarterback Anthony Brown 
capped his first career UO start with a 30-yard touchdown run that 
put the Ducks ahead for good. Brown finished 15-of-24 for 172 yards 
and a touchdown along with 62 rushing yards and a score, and Flowe 
made a whopping 14 tackles in what turned out to be his only game of 
the season due to a foot injury sustained in the second half.

Oregon used explosive plays on offense and five takeaways by the 
defense to put away Arizona and improve to 4-0 to open the 2021 season. 
The Ducks scored first on a 63-yard touchdown reception by Jaylon 
Redd, and a 53-yard run by Travis Dye set up a CJ Verdell touchdown 
that put Oregon up 17-7. UO led 24-10 at halftime, and though the Wildcats 
made it a one-score game in the third quarter, Oregon scored the final 
17 points of the game with a pick six by Bennett Williams providing the 
exclamation point. Williams had two interceptions to give him three in 
two games, and Verone McKinley picked off a pass for a third straight 
game for his fourth total in that span. Anthony Brown completed 10-of-21 
passes for 206 yards and three touchdowns, finding tight ends Spencer 
Webb and Terrance Ferguson for scores after opening the game with the 
long touchdown to Redd.

GAME 5 — Oct. 2 vs. Stanford 


Oregon's unbeaten start 

to the season came to an 

end with a heartbreaking 

31-24 overtime loss to 

Stanford on the road. The 

Ducks scored 17 straight 

points to open the second 

half and take a 24-17 lead, 

and they were driving in 

Stanford territory behind 

a dominant running game 

with less than three 

minutes left in regulation. 

But two false start penalties moved the Ducks back and led to a punt, three 
penalties on Oregon's defense led to Stanford scoring the game-tying 
touchdown to end regulation, and the Cardinal scored to open overtime 
while the Ducks were unable to answer. The Ducks played shorthanded, 
starting without reigning Pac-12 player of the week Bennett Williams 
and starting center Alex Forsyth due to injury. Running back CJ Verdell 
left in the third quarter with a foot injury, and offensive coordinator Joe 
Moorhead missed the game due to illness. Kayvon Thibodeaux was also 
ejected during the fourth quarter on a targeting penalty. 


GAME 6G — Oct. 15 vs. California 


It all seemed eerily similar. The 
feeling afterward was much 
different. Thirteen days before, 
Anthony Brown scored a rushing 
touchdown in the fourth quarter 
to give Oregon a 24-17 lead, but 
the Ducks committed defensive 
penalties as the opposition drove 
to a potential game-tying score in 
the final seconds. At home against 
California, the final minutes were 
playing out just as they had 13 days 
before at Stanford. But the Ducks 
lost that game in overtime. This 
game was different, as Oregon 
made a successful goal line stand 
to beat the Golden Bears, 24-17. Cal rallied to a 17-10 lead in the fourth 
quarter, but Brown tied the game on a touchdown pass to Jaylon Redd. 
The UO quarterback then rushed for the go-ahead touchdown with 4:50 
left, and the defense forced Cal's Chase Garbers into five incompletions 
on his final six throws, including on fourth-and-goal from the UO three- 
yard line with five seconds left. 


GAME 7 — Oct. 23 vs. UCLA 


Anthony Brown rushed for the game-winning touchdown for a second 
straight week, and the second interception of the day by DU James made 
it stand up as Oregon won 34-31 against former UO head coach Chip Kelly 
at the Rose Bowl. Down 14-0 after one quarter, the Ducks rallied into a 
34-17 lead on Brown’s 43-yard touchdown run with 13:53 to play. UCLA 
pulled back within three points with two touchdowns in a four-minute 
span, the second set up by a Brown interception. Another interception 
gave UCLA possession with three minutes left, but James picked off a 
pass in UO territory with 48 seconds to play to seal the win. The game 
featured an NCAA-record four 
touchdowns on four straight 
carries by Travis Dye, and 
Brown finished the day 29-of- 
39 for 296 yards. Defensive 
end Kayvon Thibodeaux was 
dominant all day long, finishing 
with two sacks, 4.5 tackles for 
loss and nine total tackles. 


GAME 8 — Oct. 30 vs. Colorado 


The Ducks improved to 7-1 overall and solidified their standing as a 
College Football Playoff contender with a dominant home win over 
Colorado. Oregon jumped out to a 21-0 lead on touchdowns by Travis 
Dye, Byron Cardwell and Troy Franklin, and Dye’s third touchdown of the 
day made it 38-14 in the third quarter. Anthony Brown hit Devon Williams 
for a 25-yard touchdown to make it 45-14, and Seven McGee put the 
exclamation point on the win with his first career score in the game's 
final minute. Brown was terrific for a third straight game, completing 25- 
of-31 passes for a career-high 307 yards and three touchdowns, while 
Dye's three touchdowns gave him seven in a two-game span. Cardwell 
enjoyed a breakout performance with 127 yards on just seven carries for 
an average of 18.1 yards per rush, and Williams continued his emergence 
as U0's top receiver with five catches for 95 yards and a score.

GAME 9 — Nov. 6 vs. Washington GAME 11 — Nov. 20 vs. Utah 


Led by a suffocating defense that allowed just 166 total yards, the ./ 


Ducks outlasted Washington on a cold, wet night in Seattle. After 
falling behind early due to an interception and a safety, Anthony 
Brown and Devon Williams connected on a 31-yard touchdown to give 
Oregon a 10-9 lead at halftime. Brown added a rushing touchdown in 
the third and Travis Dye punctuated a 211-yard rushing performance 
with a fourth-quarter touchdown to put UO up 24-9, and the Ducks’ 
defense continued to come up big late to secure the victory. Oregon 
held a Pac-12 opponent to less than 200 yards of offense for the first 
time since 2010, and the Ducks’ 166 yards allowed were the fewest 
given up in conference play since 2009. The Ducks limited UW to 
less than 200 yards of offense for the first time since 2006, with 
linebacker Noah Sewell leading the way with 10 tackles and Jeffrey 
Bassa adding six tackles and 1.5 TFLs. 


Oregon’s College Football Playoff chances took a critical hit in Salt 
Lake City as the Ducks fell behind 28-0 at halftime and never gained 
any traction before a record crowd of 52,724 fans in Rice-Eccles 
Stadium. After rushing for at least 250 yards in each of the previous 
three games, Oregon managed just 63 against the Utes while the 
defense struggled to get off the field on third down. UO also was 
unable to convert two field-goal attempts, one of which was blocked, 
and the Ducks allowed a punt return for a touchdown on the final play 
of the first half, putting them in a 28-0 hole. Receiver Kris Hutson 
was a bright spot for the Ducks with four receptions for 96 yards, 
and Devon Williams caught five passes for 81 yards and a touchdown. 


GAME 10 — Nov. 135 vs. Washington State 


Oregon remained in the thick of the College Football Playoff race 
for another week, surviving two turnovers that led to 10 WSU points 
by relying on a running game that pounded out 306 yards and 
four touchdowns. Anthony Brown was 17-of-22 for 135 yards and a 
touchdown, and he rushed 17 times for a career-high 123 yards and 
another score. Travis Dye added a rushing and receiving touchdown, 
and Byron Cardwell rushed for 98 yards and two fourth-quarter scores. 
Tied 14-14 at halftime, Mykael Wright sparked a touchdown drive with 
a 56-yard kickoff return to open the second half. Leading 24-17 in the 
fourth, Cardwell gave the Ducks room to breathe with touchdown runs 
of 27 and 22 yards on back-to-back drives, with the second set up 
by an interception by safety Bryan Addison. Kayvon Thibodeaux was 
terrific once again, finishing with two sacks and six tackles, and Verone 
McKinley notched his Pac-12-leading fifth interception of the season. 
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GAME 12 — Nov. 27 vs. Oregon State 


The Ducks clinched the Pac-12 North Division and a third straight trip 
to the Pac-12 Championship Game, capping the regular season with 
the program's 19th consecutive home win. Oregon put up 506 yards 
of offense while limiting Oregon State’s vaunted rushing attack to 
85 yards. Anthony Brown accounted for three touchdowns to help 
the Ducks take a 24-3 halftime lead that forced the Beavers out of 
their comfort zone offensively. Travis Dye opened the scoring with 
a touchdown and Devon Williams made it 14-0 on 50-yard reception 
that contributed to his 110-yard receiving day. A Brown touchdown 
pass to Kris Hutson made it 31-9 in the fourth quarter, and though 
Oregon State quickly rallied for two touchdowns, Dye put the nail in 
OSU's coffin with his second touchdown to make it 38-21 with 3:14 to 
play. Oregon's 19-game home win streak is the third-longest active 
streak in the FBS. 


GAME 13 — Dec. 3 vs. Utah 


PAC-12 CHAMPIONSHIP GAME 

Two weeks after seeing their College Football Playoff 
hopes dashed at Utah, the Ducks suffered a similar 
fate at the hands of the Utes in Las Vegas as the two- 
time defending Pac-12 champions were unable to 
make it three in a row. This game played out similarly 
as the one two weeks prior, as Utah took an early 14-0 
lead and built a 23-0 advantage at halftime. The UO 
offense never got rolling, with the Ducks managing 
just 221 yards. Oregon's defensive leaders did what 
they could to keep the game competitive, with Noah 
Sewell racking up 12 tackles and an interception and 
Verone McKinley hauling in his FBS-leading sixth 
interception of the season. 


GAME 14 — Dec. 29 vs. Oklahoma 


VALERO ALAMO BOWL 

As one era ended, another was set to begin. Playing for the final time 
before new head coach Dan Lanning officially took over the program, 
the Ducks allowed scores on 
eight straight possessions and 
didn’t click offensively until 
after halftime in a 47-32 loss to 
Oklahoma. A 24-0 second quarter 
for the Sooners put Oregon into 
a 30-3 hole at the half, and 
though the UO offense finally 
found its footing in the second 
half, the deficit was too great. 
Senior quarterback Anthony 
Brown and his young receivers 
put on a show in the second 
half, with Brown completing 
27-of-40 passes for 306 yards 
— including touchdowns of 66 
yards to Dont’e Thornton, 34 
yards to Kris Hutson and 30 
yards to Troy Franklin. Travis 
Dye shined again as well, 
becoming the fifth 3,000-yard 
rusher in school history during 
a 153-yard performance. But 
Oklahoma racked up 560 yards 
in the game including 318 on the 
ground, production the Ducks 
weren't quite able to match.

The most celebrated individual season in Oregon football history 
received an historic exclamation point, as junior quarterback 
Marcus Mariota was awarded the Heisman Trophy for the 2014 
college football season on December 14. 


Mariota became the first Heisman winner in UO history, and the 
first from the Pacific Northwest since Terry Baker of Oregon 
State in 1962. The honor capped a postseason awards week in 
which Mariota won four national player of the year honors and 
two quarterback awards, making 2014 by far the most decorated 
season ever for a Duck. 


“I'm humbled to be standing here today and honored by this 
award,” Mariota said upon receiving the award at the Best Buy 
Theater in Manhattan. “Thank you Heisman Trust for making 
this night possible. Everything you do has made so many dreams 
come true. Thank you to the University of Oregon for the 
education and support. Thank you to the community of Eugene, 
for the hospitality and allowing me to meet wonderful people like 
Phil Knight. Phil and Penny, thank you for all your contributions 
to the university. And to Duck fans everywhere, thank you.” 


Mariota beat out fellow Heisman finalists Amari Cooper of 
Alabama and Melvin Gordon of Wisconsin for the trophy. His 
2,543 overall points was the second-most amongst Heisman 
winners behind O.J. Simpson (2,853). Mariota had 90.9 percent 
of the total possible points, second-most ever in Heisman history 
(Troy Smith, 91.9). 


“This is just a watershed moment, not only for the program 

but the University of Oregon as a whole,” athletic director Rob 
Mullens said. “It's just been an incredible week: Our coach (Mike 
Bellotti) goes into the hall of fame, and then Thursday night to 
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have Ifo Ekpre-Olomu be a (Thorpe Award) finalist and to have 


' Marcus basically sweep every award he was nominated for - 


and then on top of that to have a person of his high character 
represent us — speaks volumes for our coaches, for our team, for 
our institution.” 


Considered a Heisman favorite before a knee injury derailed 

his sophomore campaign in 2013, Mariota led the Ducks to an 
11-1 regular season as a junior. Oregon went on to beat Arizona 
for the Pac-12 title behind five Mariota touchdowns, clinching a 
spot for the Ducks in the College Football Playoff. After winning 
the Heisman on December 13, 2014, Mariota guided the Ducks 
to a 59-20 win over Florida State at the Rose Bowl in the first 
round of the CFP, defeating 2013 Heisman Trophy winner Jameis 
Winston in the process. Oregon's season ended with a 42-20 
loss to Ohio State on January 12, 2015, in the CFP National 
Championship game in Arlington, Texas. 


Mariota in 2014 set Pac-12 Conference records for total 
touchdowns (57) and total offense (5,224 yards), and shattered 
the single-season record for pass efficiency with a mark of 181.7. 


Mariota is the first Heisman winner to be born in Hawaii, and the 
first of Polynesian descent. He was the third UO Heisman finalist, 
following Joey Harrington, who finished fourth in 2001, and 
LaMichael James, who was third in 2010. 


“We've been fortunate to enjoy a number of incredible 
successes, but the iconic nature of the Heisman Trophy, and 
what it stands for, what it means, really cements that Oregon 
football is among the elite,” Mullens said. “And for us to have 
the model student-athlete be the first representative of the 
University of Oregon to win that trophy makes it extra special.”

In addition, Mariota and cornerback Ifo Ekpre-Olomu were named 
first-team all-Americans by the Walter Camp Football Foundation, 
the first of the five most prestigious all-America teams announced 
throughout the winter. Center Hroniss Grasu made the second 
team. 


Ekpre-Olomu was also in attendance for the awards show, as a 


honor went to Gerod Holliman of Louisville. 


Mariota had previously been named Polynesian College Football ;

Herbert was named the 30th Campbell Trophy winner at the NFF's 
Hall of Fame banquet in midtown Manhattan. He and his family 
were in attendance, and will travel to Atlanta for recognition as 
the Campbell Trophy winner during the College Football Awards 
Show. 


“It's an incredible honor to be standing here accepting this award, 
and I'd like to thank the National Football Foundation for hosting 
such amemorable event,” Herbert said upon receiving the trophy.

SAN ANTONIO — One era ended Wednesday night and another is about to begin for the 
Oregon football program. 


Playing for the final time before new head coach Dan Lanning takes over, the No. 14 Ducks 
allowed scores on eight straight possessions and didn't click offensively until after halftime 
of a 47-32 loss to Oklahoma in the Alamo Bowl. Oregon lost three of its last four games - 
including its bowl - for the second year in a row, although was able to notch a 10-win season 
that saw the Ducks play for a potential third straight Pac-l2 title. 


The Ducks played Wednesday under interim head coach Bryan McClendon and the rest of the 
staff that worked for former head coach Mario Cristobal, who left the program after a loss 
to Utah in the conference title game. The Ducks also endured a number of opt-outs and early 
entries to the NFL Draft over the course of December, losses that perhaps showed in the 
struggles to get off the field defensively Wednesday. 


Oregon's defense opened the game with a quick three-and-out, but an interception on a tipped 
pass gave the Sooners possession again and they scored for the first of eight straight drives. 
A 24-0 second quarter for Oklahoma put the Ducks into a 30-3 hole at halftime, and though the 
UO offense finally got rolling after halftime, the deficit was too great. 


Senior quarterback Anthony Brown and his young receivers put on a show in the second half, 
with Brown completing 27-of-40 passes for 306 yards - including touchdowns of 66 yards to 
Dont'e Thornton, 34 yards to Kris Hutson and 30 yards to Troy Franklin. 


Travis Dye became the fifth 3,000-yard rusher in school history during a 153-yard night that 
saw him score Oregon's first touchdown, early in the second half. But Oklahoma racked up 
560 yards in the game including 318 on the ground, production the Ducks weren't quite able 
to match. 


After Hutson's touchdown late in the third quarter, the UO defense held Oklahoma to a field 
goal early in the fourth, despite the loss of leading tackler Noah Sewell due to concussion 
symptoms. The Ducks made it 47-32 on Thornton's receiving touchdown, and though OU 
recovered the ensuing onside kick, Oregon's defense got its first stop since the first quarter. 


But with a chance to make it a one-score game in the waning minutes, the UO offense went 
three-and-out and the Sooners ran out the clock. 


During Oklahoma's second-quarter outburst, Oregon went three-and-out once, punted from 
around midfield and turned it over on downs. It wasn’t until the fourth quarter that it felt like 
both the UO offense and defense were playing well at the same time. 


Thus ended one era of Oregon football, with another set to begin once Lanning's obligations 
with Georgia in the College Football Playoff are over. But before the new staff takes over, the 
Ducks who played Wednesday offered their appreciation for the coaches who stuck by them 
after Cristobal's departure and through the bow! game.

GLENDALE, Ariz. — A high-scoring first half was followed by a defensive final two quarters 
Saturday in the Fiesta Bowl, with No. 10 lowa State playing a cleaner game to deny No. 25 
Oregon wins in back-to-back New Year's Six bowls, 34-17. 


The two-time Pac-12 champs trailed 28-17 at halftime. The Ducks locked down defensively in 
the second half, but three turnovers stymied the comeback bid; Oregon finished the game 
minus-four in the turnover column and finished the season minus-nine in seven games, with 
takeaways in just two games. 


Tyler Shough started at quarterback and drove the Ducks on their opening series to the red 
zone, where he was replaced by Anthony Brown. The senior transfer rushed for a game-tying 
touchdown, and led two more scoring drives in the first half. But neither quarterback could 
get the offense rolling after halftime, with each turning it over once. 


Brown finished 12-of-19 passing for 147 yards, with two rushing touchdowns, and Shough was 
T-of-9 for 79 yards, with an interception. 


Travis Dye led the rushing attack with 52 yards, and Arizona native Johnny Johnson Ill led the 
receivers with four catches for 41 yards. 


Nick Pickett and Verone McKinley Ill each had eight tackles to lead the UO defense. The Ducks 
played most of the game without starting inside linebacker Isaac Slade-Matautia, who was 
ejected in the first half for targeting. 


Early on, the game was reminiscent of Oregon's battles a decade ago with Stanford - lowa 
State grinding out long drives, and the Ducks answering quickly. Oregon's first turnover 
occurred in the second quarter, but the defense stopped the Cyclones at the 1-yard line and 
Brown drove the Ducks to a touchdown that tied it, 14-14. 


But a turnover that wasn't officially a turnover changed the game for good. After lowa State 
scored to go up 21-14, they pooched the next kickoff and recovered it when Oregon couldn't 
field it. The Cyclones scored quickly to go up 28-14, and the Ducks never got back within single 
digits. 


In the second half, Oregon's defense forced a punt but it caromed off a UO player and lowa 
State converted a field goal for a 31-17 lead. After the teams traded punts, the Ducks drove into 
ISU territory but Brown fumbled while fighting for extra yards on third down. 


The Cyclones added another field goal in the fourth quarter. Down three scores, the Ducks 
needed to force the ball down the field, and Shough threw an interception on fourth down with 
3:19 left in the game. The Ducks finished 0-of-6 on third down and 0-of-1 on fourth down, while 
the Cyclones were 11-of-19 on third down and 2-of-3 on fourth down.

PASADENA, Calif. - There were smiles a mile wide. Eyes red with emotion. Even, wafting up 
from a couple corners of the Oregon locker room, jubilant puffs of cigar smoke. 


All of that and more was on display at the Rose Bowl, as the Ducks celebrated a 28-27 victory 
over Wisconsin. Senior quarterback Justin Herbert capped a marvelous four-year run as 
Oregon's starter by rushing for three touchdowns, and Brady Breeze returned one of two 
fumbles he helped create for a touchdown as the Ducks finished their season 12-2. 


This version of the Oregon football team will go into the record books as champions of both 
the Pac-12 and the Rose Bowl. They accomplished all of that three years after the program 
endured a four-win season, and a year after Herbert and senior linebacker Troy Dye passed up 
the chance to enter the NFL draft. 


The celebration was jubilant in no small part because of how harrowing was the game it 
followed. After driving to Herbert's first rushing touchdown on the opening possession, the 
UO offense stalled for much of the next three quarters; Oregon ended up with just 204 yards 
of offense, as Wisconsin controlled possession most of the night. 


Herbert scored again in the second quarter, helping the Ducks capitalize on a Thomas Graham 
Jr. interception, but the Badgers went up 17-14 just before halftime. 


Oregon's defense, a revitalized unit all season under new coordinator Andy Avalos, helped 
lead the way. And the special teams, which suffered a couple breakdowns early in kickoff 
coverage, came through as well. 


Breeze picked up the ball after a muffed snap on a punt in the third quarter to regain the lead 
for Oregon. Wisconsin went back up, 24-21, late in the third, and tacked on a field goal early in 
the fourth quarter to lead, 27-21. 


But then Breeze, whose uncle Chad Cota was the MVP of Oregon's 1994 Rose Bowl team, came 
up with another big play, forcing a fumble that Bryson Young recovered. On the next snap, 
Herbert took things in his own hands yet again, rumbling 30 yards for what proved to be the 
game-winning score with 7:41 to play. 


Herbert never before had rushed for more than one touchdown in a game. But he was the 
Ducks’ best weapon on the ground. 


Oregon's defense did stout work against Wisconsin running back Jonathan Taylor, the two- 
time Doak Walker Award winner. He finished with 94 yards on 21 carries, contained by the 
Ducks’ front seven. 


Wisconsin had success in the second half attacking Oregon's defense on the perimeter with 
screens and jet sweeps. But the Ducks got the final word. 


After going ahead 27-21 ona field goal early in the fourth quarter, Wisconsin forced a punt, but 
couldn't tack on thanks to Breeze's forced fumble. After Herbert's third touchdown made it 
28-27, the Badgers got the ball back, but only netted one first down before punting. And pass 
breakups by juniors Graham and Nick Pickett gave Oregon the ball back after another punt 
with 2:38 left.

SANTA CLARA, Calif. - The UO defense was exceptional all day and the offense got hot at 
the right time to give the Ducks a 7-6 victory over Michigan State in the Redbox Bowl before 
30,212 fans in Levi's Stadium. 


Oregon won in the postseason for the first time since the 2014 College Football Playoff 
semifinal, and wrapped up Mario Cristobal’s first season as head coach with a 9-4 record. The 
nine victories were the Ducks’ most since 2015. 


Ascoreless first half Monday was followed by a third quarter that featured two Michigan State 
field goals. The Ducks had only driven as far as the Michigan State 42-yard line through three 
quarters, but they ramped up the tempo to open the fourth quarter and drove to the game's 
only touchdown. 


The six-play, 77-yard drive took just 1:40, and was capped by Dillon Mitchell's 28-yard 
touchdown reception from Justin Herbert. 


Oregon held Michigan State to 331 yards of offense, and just six total points in three red-zone 
trips. The Spartans missed a 50-yard attempt midway through the fourth quarter, and set up 
for another with 6:31 left but mishandled the snap. 


Mitchell had only two receptions for 11 yards the first six times he was targeted in the first 
half. He matched that number of receptions on the touchdown drive, in the process breaking 
Josh Huff's five-year-old UO record for receiving yards. 


The Ducks went up-tempo on their scoring drive, which opened at the 23-yard line and began 
with a screen pass on which Jaylon Redd split blocks by Mitchell and Brenden Schooler for 
a 15-yard gain. Redd got Oregon across midfield as well, with an 18-yard reception to the 
Michigan State 41-yard line, the Ducks’ deepest penetration to that point in the game. 


Mitchell then caught a nine-yard pass, and two plays later streaked up the right sideline, 
turned back at the goal line and hauled in a pass from Herbert for the go-ahead touchdown. 


Those seven points were enough to give Oregon a win. Earlier in the week, offensive line 
coach Alex Mirabal addressed the team after practice and said the goal was for, at the end 
of the game - no matter how it played out - to have one more point than Michigan State. His 
words proved prescient. 


The single touchdown held up because the UO defense held strong all day. La’'Mar Winston 
Jr. led the Ducks with 10 tackles, and Troy Dye had eight. Justin Hollins, the only player on 
the roster who participated in the Ducks’ last bowl victory back in 2014, had 2.5 tackles for 
loss, including one that forced the Spartans to settle for their final failed field-goal attempt.

LAS VEGAS — A slow start haunted Oregon in the Las Vegas Bowl, as Boise State jumped out 
to an early lead and tacked on a late touchdown to spoil the Ducks’ comeback bid with a 38-28 
victory before 36,432 fans in Sam Boyd Stadium. 


Oregon (7-6) trailed 24-0 before getting on the scoreboard with two defensive touchdowns in 
the final minute of the first half. The Ducks couldn't get any early traction offensively, as Boise 
State (11-3) went up 14-0 in the first quarter and led 24-0 late in the second quarter. 


Oregon's defense showed no quit though. Troy Dye recovered a fumble and returned it 86 
yards for a touchdown with 37 seconds left in the half, and 30 seconds later Tyree Robinson 
intercepted a pass in the end zone and returned it 100 yards for a score. Arrion Springs, who 
had an interception in the end zone earlier in the half, had key blocks on both returns. 


Boise State scored first after halftime to lead 31-14. It wasn't until there was 10:07 left in the 
game that Oregon's offense broke through, on a 24-yard touchdown pass from Justin Herbert 
to Brenden Schooler. But the Ducks had to punt on their next possession, and Boise State iced 
the game with a rushing touchdown at the 2:22 mark. Herbert added a late touchdown pass 
to Jaylon Redd to cap the scoring, and Boise State recovered Oregon's onside kick attempt. 


Jimmie Swain led the UO defensive effort with 10 tackles, and Jalen Jelks added nine. 
Offensively, Herbert finished 26-of-36 for 233 yards with two touchdowns and two 
interceptions; he was also the team's leading rusher in the absence of Royce Freeman, with 17 
yards. Dillon Mitchell caught nine passes for 143 yards to lead the receivers. 


The Cristobal era got off to a slow start, but the Ducks also showed fight by staying in the 
game and threatening to come back in the second half. 


Dye did not play in the second half, due to dehydration. Taj Griffin also was not in pads after 
halftime. With Dye out and Sampson Niu also gimpy, outside linebacker Fotu T. Leiato II played 
most of the second half at inside linebacker.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas — One of the best first halves in Oregon postseason history was 

followed by one of the biggest comebacks ever in college football bow! annals as No. 11 TCU 
rallied to beat the 15th-ranked Ducks, 47-41 in triple overtime, in the 23rd Valero Alamo Bowl 
before 64,569 in the Alamodome. 


The value of graduate transfer quarterback Vernon Adams Jr. to this team, illustrated 

so starkly while he nursed a finger injury early in the season, was reiterated once again. 
Oregon scored on its second possession with a 37-yard Adams pass to Darren Carrington, 
and followed that up with three subsequent touchdown drives to spark a 21-point opening 
quarter and 31-point halftime lead. But Adams took a helmet-to-helmet hit just before half- 
time and watched in street clothes for the second half, in which the Horned Frogs mounted 
their furious rally. 


They capped their second half by scoring on all six of their second-half possessions - three 
touchdowns and a trio of field goals. 


TCU got on the scoreboard with a three-pointer to open the second half, then made it 31-10 
following an Oregon drive puncuated by a bad snap. Another UO mistake - a fumble by 
Charles Nelson on the ensuing kickoff- gave the Horned Frogs the ball at the 16-yard line, 
and they scored again to make it 31-17 late in the third quarter. 


The fourth quarter featured more of the same, with TCU grinding out scoring drives and 

the Ducks failing to establish any offensive rhythm due to inconsistent center-quarterback 
exchanges. The Horned Frogs scored a touchdown with 3:32 left to pull within 31-28, forced 
a three-and-out by the Ducks and tied the game on a field goal with 19 seconds to remaining 
in regulation. 


The teams traded touchdowns in the first overtime. Each team kicked a field goal in the 
second overtime, and TCU went ahead in the third with another touchdown. Oregon had an 
opening when the Horned Frogs failed on their two-point attempt, but Lockie’s final-play 
pass to Carrington was broken up and the game was over. 


That big second half for TCU stood in stark contrast to the first half. After Carrington’s TD, 
the Ducks got two rushing touchdowns from Freeman later in the half. It was the first time 
in Oregon's postseason history that it scored three touchdowns in the opening quarter. 


In the second quarter, Tony Brooks-James added a rushing touchdown and Aidan Schneider 
kicked a career-long 47-yard field goal. Oregon led 31-0, its largest halftime lead ever in a 
bowl game, exceeding the 26-0 lead over Air Force in the 1997 Las Vegas Bowl. But ominous- 
ly, Adams, center Matt Hegarty and receiver Dwayne Stanford all emerged for the second 
half in street clothes, robbing the offense of three major contributors. By game's end, the 
offense also was without two more starting linemen - Matt Pierson and Tyler Johnstone.

ARLINGTON, Texas — Oregon's second trip to the national championship game in five years 
ended in similarly frustrating fashion, as the No. 2-ranked Ducks fell to fourth-ranked Ohio 
State, 42-20, in the inaugural College Football Playoff championships before 85,689 at AT&T 
Stadium. 


Oregon bounced back from an 11-point halftime deficit to pull within a 21-20 disadvantage with 
just over 6 minutes remaining in the third quarter, but it was unable to contain the Buckeyes’ 
sophomore running back Ezekiel Elliott. Running for better than 200 yards in each of his two 
previous outing against Wisconsin and Alabama, Elliott tallied 148 of his 246 rushing yards in 
the second half while scoring three of his four touchdowns in just over the final 15 minutes 
of the game. 


Heisman Trophy winning quarterback Marcus Mariota did his best to keep the Ducks within 
striking distance, taking his team 75-yards downfield on the opening drive to give Oregon a 
7-0 advantage. Completing all four pass attempts while mixing in a quartet of Thomas Tyner 
runs, two of his own, and one by Royce Freeman, Mariota capped the drive with a 7-yard 
touchdown pass to Keanon Lowe. 


The opportunity existed for the Ducks to do further damage by forcing Ohio State to punt on 
its first series but a pair of dropped passes on third down on the next two possessions allowed 
the Big Ten Conference representative to get its offense untracked. 


Elliott's 33-yard TD run, a short scoring pass from quarterback Cardale Jones to Nick Vannett, 
and a 1-yard touchdown plunge by Jones provide the Bucks with a 21-7 cushion. 


The first of two Aidan Schneider field goals cut the halftime deficit to 21-10 before a 70-yard 
scoring toss from Mariota to Byron Marshall gave the Ducks life early in the third quarter. An 
Arik Armstead fumble recovery led to Schneider's second three-pointer and suddenly Oregon 
felt its first football national championship could be within its grasp. 


But Oregon's inability to convert two other Buckeyes’ turnovers into points and Ohio State 
successfully keeping the football away from the Ducks’ high-powered offense in the second 
half proved to be the formula for victory. The winners were able to possess the football more 
than 16 minutes longer than Oregon over the course of of the game's final 30 minutes. 


Making his final appearance in an Oregon uniform, Mariota came within a trio of completions 
from equalling his collegiate high, finishing the night 24-of-37 for 333 yards and two 
touchdowns. 


However Ohio State's plan to limit Mariota's effectiveness on the ground also proved to be a 
factor in its success. The program's second-leading rusher was held to a per-carry average of 
only 3.9 yards-per-attempt as well as a long run of only 8 yards. 


A benficiary of Mariota's passing prowess was Marshall. In the process of equalling his single- 
game personal-best eight catches for an all-time high 169 yards, Marshall not only became 
the 10th player to eclipse 1,000 receiving yards in school history, he became the first in the 
conference record books to ever grab 1,000 receiving yards and run for 1,000 yards (2013).

PASADENA, Calif. - Oregon Heisman Trophy winner Marcus Mariota completed 26-of-36 
passes for 338 yards and two touchdowns while accounting for an additional 62 yards and a 
third score on the ground to lead the Ducks to a 59-20 win over defending national champion 
Florida State to advance to the College Football Playoff championship game. 


The Ducks converted four consecutive second-half turnovers into touchdowns to expand a 25- 
20 third-quarter edge into a 39-point rout in a span of 12 minutes, 54 seconds. Oregon's total 
points represented a Rose Bowl game record for most points scored by one team. 


The No. 3 Seminoles carried a string of 29-straight wins into the game in search of a second 
national championship in as many years, and remained within striking distance of Oregon's 
high-powered offense through the first half. They threatend to regain the lead early in the 
second quarter after moving the ball down to the Ducks’ 7-yard line. But three tries from 1 yard 
out could net the Atlantic Coast Conference champions no closer to the end zone as Oregon 
answered with an 88-yard scoring drive and an Aidan Schneider 28-yard field goal with just 
over 10 minutes remaining before halftime. 


The Ducks’ much-celebrated quick-strike offense took advantage of the opportunities 
presented by their defense in the final 30 minutes. 


Freshman running back Royce Freeman scored his second of two touchdowns of the day early 
in the third quarter, capping a 69-yard drive in only 1:32 following a Derrick Malone fumble 
recovery. After FSU quarterback Jameis Winston's lone TD pass of the day, Oregon put the 
game away with five unanswered touchdowns. 


Redshirt freshman Darren Carrington hauled in scoring passes of 56 and 30 yards from 
Mariota before the defense struck the defining blow late in the third quarter. An overwhelming 
pass rush spun Winston around backwards before the football slipped out of his hands into the 
arms of outside linebacker Tony Washington, who raced 58 yards for the defensive touchdown. 


Mariota and sophomore running back Thomas Tyner ended the scoring with TD runs of 23 and 
21 yards in the first 5 minutes of the fourth quarter to provide Oregon with a single-season 
school record 13th win. 


Oregon's offense racked up a Rose Bowl game record 639 yards of total offense while turning 
over the football only once. Additional Rose Bowl records eclipsed by the Ducks included most 
points scored in the third quarter (27) and second half (41), as well as the biggest winning 
margin in a non-shutout (39). 


An opportunistic defense forced seven Florida State fumbles while benefitting from five 
turnovers. Defensive backs Troy Hill and Reggie Daniels each accounted for nine tackles while 
Hill was responsible for a pair of passes broken up. 


The victory in the inaugural CFP semifinal assured the Ducks of their second national 
championship appearance in five seasons.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas — It was an opportunistic defense which stole some of the thunder 
from the nationally-acclaimed Oregon offense as the 10th-ranked Ducks put Texas away in the 
fourth quarter in Mack Brown's final game as the Longhorns’ head coach. 


Reminiscent of its bowl win from the previous year against Kansas State, Oregon struck 
early. Senior safety Avery Patterson jumped on an errant Case McCoy pass and returned the 
interception 37 yards for a touchdown only 68 seconds into the game before linebacker Derrick 
Malone capped the night with a 38-yard interception return that ended in the end zone to key the 
Ducks’ third postseason triumph in as many years. 


The defenders’ performance marked the fewest points the Green and Yellow had allowed in a 
bowl game since they dropped a 7-6 decision to Harvard in the 1920 Rose Bowl. It also fueled 
an 1ith win for Head Coach Mark Helfrich, which not only represented a school record for most 
victories by a first-year head coach but also tied a conference record for most triumphs by a 
coaching newcomer with three others. 


The victory not only was satisfying to the Oregon faithful but was of particular delight to 
defensive coordinator Nick Aliotti with the way the win unfolded. Even though his departure 
was certainly overshadowed by that of Brown's, Aliotti had announced his retirement the week 
of bowl preparations following 24 years in Eugene as a graduate assistant, outside linebackers 
coach and defensive coordinator. 


The Ducks held Texas to only 236 yards of total offense, with 79 of that coming on its lone 
touchdown drive of the evening midway through the opening quarter. McCoy capped the 
7-minute drive with a 1-yard scoring plunge to cut the deficit to 10-7. But the remainder of the 
game was all Oregon as it limited the home-state opponent to only 80 yards of total offense 
in the second half. 


Behind a quarterback at close to full strength for the first time in almost two months, sophomore 
Marcus Mariota dazzled the second-largest crowd in Alamo Bowl history by accounting for 386 
total yards to earn the game's offensive MVP honors. Included was a game-high 133 yards rushing 
as he set the bowl game's record for most rushing yards by a quarterback.

GLENDALE, Ariz. - It was Oregon's trademarked high-octane attack that grabbed most of 
the headlines yet it was a persistent defense which slowed a Heisman Trophy finalist that 
made the difference as the No. 5 Ducks pulled away from seventh-ranked Kansas State in the 
Tostitos Fiesta Bowl. 


The win marked Oregon's second BCS bowl triumph in as many years and provided a third- 
consecutive 12-win season for a program which finished the year ranked No. 2 in the country 
in the final polls. 


The defining moments of the game's outcome were not difficult to pinpoint. The Ducks (12- 
1) wasted little time putting points on the scoreboard as sophomore De'Anthony Thomas 
returned the opening kickoff 94 yards for a touchdown. Before the Wildcats could recover, they 
were hit with a two-point conversion run from Dion Jordan, to supply the Pac-12 Conference 
representatives an 8-0 cushion they would never relinquish less than a minute into the game. 


Then came the Ducks’ warp-speed scoring drive near the end of the first half that slowed 
any thoughts of a Kansas State comeback that provided Oregon with a 22-10 margin at the 
intermission. 


Thomas added his second score of the game 11 minutes after his first on a pass from 
quarterback Marcus Mariota to extend the Ducks’ advantage to 15 points. 


Following a 6-yard scoring run from quarterback Collin Klein early in the second quarter, the 
Wildcats (11-2) cut the deficit to five points in the final 5 minutes of the first half. Anthony 
Cantele's 25-yard field goal pulled K-State within a 15-10 deficit before Oregon regained the 
momentum with a 46-second, 77-yard touchdown drive with 14 seconds remaining before the 
break. 


Kenjon Barner capped the drive with a 24-yard scoring catch from Mariota to revive the Ducks’ 
momentum but it was tight end Colt Lyerla who accounted for 40 yards on the drive with a 
pair of receptions. 


Barner ended the game with 143 rushing yards to complement his lone reception of the 
evening as he completed his career with 5,848 all-purpose yards - 21 shy of LaMichael James’ 
school record. 


But it was Mariota who again proved masterful in dissecting Kansas State's defense. He 
finished his redshirt freshman season completing only 12-of-24 passes for 166 yards but 
passed for two touchdowns, did not throw any interceptions for the eighth game of the year 
and added 62 yards and one TD on the ground. For his efforts, he was recognized as the game's 
offensive player of the game. 


Yet it was a defensive effort that slowed the Big 12 opponent's attack that came into the game 
averaging 40.7 points per game and had not accounted for fewer than 23 points all year. 


Klein was instrumental in the regular-season success of the Wildcats’ offense as a dual-threat 
signal-caller. Despite throwing for 151 yards, Oregon's defenders contained his opportunities 
to run with the football. Entering the game averaging 74.2 yards per game on the ground, the 
Ducks limited Klein to only 30 yards rushing.

PASADENA, Calif. — Oregon's incredible offense busted up Wisconsin and the record books on 
the way to the Ducks’ first Rose Bowl victory in 95 years. 


Darron Thomas passed for three touchdowns, De‘Anthony Thomas scored on runs of 91 and 64 
yards, and the No. 6 Ducks earned their first bowl victory under coach Chip Kelly, holding off 
Wisconsin 45-38 night in the highest-scoring Rose Bowl ever played. 


And it wasn't over until a video review confirmed the Badgers (11-3) ran out of time at the 
Oregon 25, out of timeouts and unable to spike the ball in time to stop the clock for a last- 
gasp fling. 


Lavasier Tuinei caught eight passes for 158 yards and two TDs for the Ducks (12-2), who had no 
postseason success to show for Kelly's otherwise wildly successful three-year tenure until this 
landmark offensive performance in the 98th Rose Bowl. Oregon hadn't won the West Coast's 
biggest game since 1917. 


The Granddaddy of Them All had never seen this many points, beating the record 80 scored 
by Washington and lowa in 1991. 


With the Ducks wearing mirrored helmets and playing at their usual frantic pace, Oregon racked up 
621 total yards, just shy of the Rose Bowl record. 


Montee Ball rushed for 122 of his 164 yards in the first half for the Badgers (11-3), who lost the 
Rose Bowl for the second straight year despite managing 508 yards of their own. Ball tied 
Barry Sanders’ FBS record with his 39th touchdown of the season, while Russell Wilson passed 
for 296 yards and two scores. 


Wisconsin had two drives to tie it after Oregon kicked a field goal with 6:50 to play, but Jared 
Abbrederis fumbled near the Oregon sideline after making a long catch. The ball plopped onto 
the turf without even bouncing, and Oregon's Michael Clay jumped on it with 4:06 left. 


The Badgers had burned two timeouts early in the second half, so Oregon was able to run the 
clock down to 23 seconds before punting. 


Wilson connected on two long passes, but the officials went to video review after the clock 
went to zeros as Wilson rushed his team to the Oregon 25 with 2 seconds left, waited for the 
ball to be set, then took the snap and spiked the ball. 


But the Badgers took too long. The officials ruled time had indeed expired, and the Ducks 
sprinted onto the field to the frenzied cheers of their outnumbered fans. 


The Ducks and Badgers produced the highest-scoring first quarter (14-14) and first half (28-28) 
in Rose Bowl history, eventually surpassing the 80 scored in Washington's 46-34 win over lowa 
in 1991. Oregon's yardage fell just short of USC's 633 yards against Illinois in 2008.

GLENDALE, Ariz. - Three points, a few timely plays and mere ticks on the scoreboard clock 
were all that stood between Oregon and its first national championship as a 19-yard Auburn 
field goal with no time remaining sealed its fate with a 22-19 setback. 


After the Ducks had pulled within a 19-19 tie with 2:23 remaining in regulation, the Tigers 
mounted a 73-yard drive keyed by a Michael Dyer 37-yard run that appeared to be stopped 
following a short 5-yard gain at the Auburn 45-yard line. However the freshman running back 
alertly kept his knee from touching the turf after rolling over Oregon defensive back Eddie 
Pleasant and continued downfield before he was finally brought him down 23 yards shy of 
the end zone. 


The SEC champions proceeded to the milk the remaining seconds off the clock before Wes 
Byrum drilled the football through the uprights from 19 yards out as time expired for the win. 


After LaMichael James’ first of two touchdowns gave the Ducks an 11-7 advantage with 10:58 
left in the first half, Auburn ran off 12 unanswered points and held Oregon scoreless in the 
third quarter to appear to be in command in the waning moments of the game. But senior 
linebacker Casey Matthews punched the ball out of the arms of Tigers’ quarterback Cam 
Newton from behind and the Cliff Harris fumble recovery provided the Ducks with a final shot. 


Oregon wasted little time taking advantage of the opportunity, marching 55 yards in eight 
plays, as quarterback Darron Thomas capped the scoring drive with a 2-yard TD pass to James. 


Thomas’ pass to Jeff Maehl in the end zone was good for the two-point conversion as the 
sophomore signal caller connected on four of his career-high 27 completions during the 
crucial scoring drive. Included was a clutch 29-yard strike to D.J. Davis on fourth down to keep 
the game-tying drive alive. 


Starting the drive from its own 29-yard line, Oregon methodically drove downfield in the 
closing minutes of the first quarter before a 12-yard completion to Davis spotted the football 3 
yards shy of the end zone. But Thomas was trapped for a 6-yard loss by Auburn's Nick Fairley 
on third down as the Ducks settled for three points instead of seven. 


The Tigers’ ensuing drive appeared to be halted before Harris’ apparent second interception 
of the night was ruled to be out of bounds. On the very next play, Newton connected with Kodi 
Burns for a 35-yard scoring strike to pull the eventual winners in front, 7-3. 


That lead lasted for only 62 seconds as Oregon responded four plays later with an 8-yard 
scoring toss from Thomas to James. The drive was fueled by an 81-yard completion to Maehl 
- the longest pass/catch in BCS Championship history. 


Oregon looked to have a chance to take control of the game on the next series with its defense 
denying Auburn to penetrate the goal line on three plays inside the 3-yard line, including 
fourth-and-goal from the 1. But after a 9-yard completion to Kenjon Barner was nullified by a 
motion penalty, James was unable to break free of the end zone on the next play for a safety. 


Following the free kick, Auburn was able to take advantage of a trio of carries by Dyer for 19 
yards and three Newton completions - the last to Emory Blake for a 30-yard score - for a 16-11 
halftime lead. Newton almost single-handedly got his team on the scoreboard to open the 
third period, accounting for 55 (16 rush, 39 pass) of the 60 yards on the scoring drive.

PASADENA, Calif. - Terrelle Pryor passed for a season-high 266 yards and two touchdowns, 
rushed for 72 more and threw a 17-yard scoring pass to DeVier Posey with 7:02 to play, ending 
the No. 8 Buckeyes’ three-game BCS skid with a 26-17 victory over No. 7 Oregon in the Rose 
Bowl. 


Posey had eight catches for 101 yards, and Brandon Saine caught an early TD pass for the 
Buckeyes (11-2), who put together a remarkably fluid offensive performance in their first trip 
to Pasadena since 1997. 


That offense relied on Pryor, the sophomore quarterback who has had a hard time matching 
his enormous hype. With a Rose Bowl effort that evoked memories of Vince Young's breakout 
performance in the same stadium four years ago, Pryor shook off his early mistakes and led 
the Buckeyes confidently through a tense fourth quarter. 


Indeed, Ohio State's defense did much of the work, largely reducing the Ducks' high-flying, no- 
huddle offense to ineffectiveness. Jeremiah Masoli passed for just 81 yards, while LaMichael 
James rushed for 70 - but a series of big plays and kick returns by Kenjon Barner kept the 96th 
Rose Bowl close until Pryor took control of the final minutes. 


Oregon (10-3) made a remarkable comeback from its season-opening loss to Boise State to win 
its first Pac-10 title since 2001, but the Ducks haven't won the Rose Bowl since the game's third 
edition in 1917, back when the Granddaddy of Them All was a toddler. 


Masoli's 1-yard TD run put Oregon up 17-16 early in the third quarter, but the Ducks’ powerful 
offense never scored again. Oregon ran for 179 yards, the second-most allowed by Ohio State 
this season, but the Ducks were one-dimensional. Oregon, in its first Rose Bowl since 1995, had 
scored at least 37 points in its previous six games. 


With Ohio State nursing a two-point lead in the fourth quarter, Pryor took charge during a 
13-play, 81-yard drive eating up more than six minutes - part of the Buckeyes’ 41:37 total time- 
of-possession advantage. 


Pryor converted a third-and-13 play near midfield with about nine minutes to play on 
a remarkable 26-yard catch by tight end Jake Ballard, who leaped high to snatch it. After 
another third-down conversion, Posey made an impressive TD catch, turning both directions 
and snagging Pryor's pass away from his body before tumbling over the goal line. 


After Oregon's Morgan Flint missed a 44-yard field goal, Pryor drove the Buckeyes one more 
time, finishing with emphasis by gaining a first down with a 12-yard run right after Oregon 
called its final timeout.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. - Jeremiah Masoli and Oregon were a perfect fit for the high-scoring 
Holiday Bowl. 


Masoli ran through and over Oklahoma State's defense for three touchdowns and threw for 
another to lead the No. 15 Ducks to a 42-31 win over the No. 13 Cowboys in a wild, record-setting 
Holiday Bowl. 


Masoli scored on option keepers of 1, 41 and 17 yards in the third quarter, then threw a 20-yard 
scoring pass to Jaison Williams in the fourth quarter. Masoli ran over OSU free safety Quinton 
Moore on his 41-yard jaunt. 


There were big runs, big passes and big hits in a game showcasing two of the nation's most 
prolific offenses, both of which feature the spread option led by running QBs. Oregon gained 
565 yards and OSU had 469. 


Oregon finished 10-3, the fourth time it's had double-digit wins in Bellotti’s 14 seasons as 
coach. Oklahoma State finished 9-4 under Mike Gundy, the winning quarterback for Oklahoma 
State in the 1988 Holiday Bowl. 


The Holiday Bowl has a history of wild finishes, and this one had five lead changes in the 
second half. 


Oregon's LeGarrette Blount put an exclamation point on the victory with a 29-yard touchdown 
run during which he hurdled Moore and stiff-armed cornerback Perrish Cox with 3 minutes 
to play. 


With the Ducks trailing 17-7, Walter Thurmond returned the second-half kickoff 91 yards to the 
3. Masoli scored his first TD two plays later. 


Masoli gained 106 yards on 16 carries. He completed 18-of-32 passes for 258 yards. Oregon's 
Jeremiah Johnson ran 12 times for 119 yards, including a 76-yard TD that eclipsed one of Barry 
Sanders’ Holiday Bowl records. 


Blount's 74 yards on seven carries gave him 1,002 yards for the season. He and Johnson 
became the second duo in school history to each have 1,000 or more yards. Johnson finished 
with 1,201 yards. 


Oregon and Oklahoma State each erased records from that Holiday Bowl 20 years ago, when 
Sanders, the Heisman Trophy winner, ran for 222 yards and five TDs in a 62-14 romp over 
Wyoming. 


Johnson's 76-yard touchdown run in the first quarter eclipsed Sanders’ 67-yard TD in 1988 
as the longest run from scrimmage in the Holiday Bowl. Johnson took an inside handoff and 
seemed bottled up, but worked his way to the left sideline, where he picked up three blocks 
on his way to the end zone.

EL PASO, Texas — Jonathan Stewart set a Sun Bowl record with a career-high 253 yards 
rushing and Justin Roper threw four touchdown passes in his first start as Oregon beat South 
Florida, 56-21. 


The Ducks (9-4) scored 28 straight points in the third quarter to snap a four-game postseason 
losing streak, their first bow! win since beating Colorado 38-16 in the Fiesta Bowl after the 
2001 season. 


The Ducks won for the first time since losing quarterback Dennis Dixon to a knee injury in 
November, snapping a three-game losing streak the killed their national title hopes. How easy 
was it for the Ducks? They won a matchup of teams that'd been ranked No. 2 in the nation 
earlier this season handily, despite setting a Sun Bowl record with 138 penalty yards. 


Roper started the scoring avalanche with a 14-yard TD strike to Jaison Williams and added a 
15-yard scoring pass to Ed Dickson. 


On the next play from scrimmage, Walter Thurmond stepped in front of a pass by South 
Florida's Matt Grothe and returned it 25 yards for another TD, giving the Ducks a 39-14 lead 
midway through the third. 


But these hard-hitting Quackers weren't finished. Grothe had another interception on the 
ensuing possession, the first of two for Oregon's Jairus Byrd, setting up Roper's 8-yard TD 
pass to Stewart. 


On that drive, Stewart got free on a 16-yard gain, breaking the previous Sun Bowl record of 197 
yards rushing set in 1977 by LSU's Charles Alexander in a 24-14 loss to Stanford. 


Just like that, Oregon's 18-14 halftime lead had swelled to 46-14. 


For good measure, Matt Evensen added a 30-yard field goal early in the fourth quarter 
and defensive end Michael DiVincenzo returned an interception for a touchdown with 3:23 
remaining. 


Roper opened the season fifth on the depth chart and ran the scout team until a series 
of quarterback injuries - none more devastating than the loss of Dixon, a Heisman Trophy 
hopeful - reshaped the Oregon roster. 


Coach Mike Bellotti gave Roper the start over Cody Kempt, another redshirt freshman. Roper 
responded by tying a Sun Bowl record with four TD passes and finished 17-of-30 for 180 yards 
passing with no interceptions. 


South Florida, which reached No. 2 in the country in just its Tlth season playing football, 
missed a chance to win 10 games for the first time.

LAS VEGAS — John Beck passed for 375 yards and two touchdowns and Curtis Brown ran 
for 120 yards and two TDs, leading No. 19 BYU to its 10th straight win to end the year. Jonny 
Harline, voted MVP after the game, caught nine passes for 181 yards and Justin Robinson 
intercepted two passes for BYU (11-2), which shut out the Ducks (7-6) through three quarters. 


Oregon lost its fourth in a row and was never close after BYU scored 17 points in the second 
quarter. The Ducks had just 120 yards of offense through three quarters and didn't score until 
Brian Paysinger caught a 47-yard pass from Dennis Dixon with 10:27 left in the game. The 
Ducks added a two-point conversion, but that still only cut the lead to 31-8. 


BYU recovered the ensuing onside kick and scored 1:13 later on a 17-yard pass from Beck to 
Manase Tonga. Beck also ran for a 13-yard score that put BYU ahead 31-0 early in the fourth 
quarter. 


The Ducks allowed two sacks on their first series and Brady Leaf and Dixon combined to throw 
for 166 yards. Both threw an interception and Oregon finished with 260 yards of offense and 
lost its fourth straight bowl game. 


The teams played in front of the largest crowd in stadium history, breaking the previous high 
of 42,075 fans for UNLV's game against Wisconsin in 2002. 


Beck opened the game slowly, but had four passes in the hands of his receivers that were 
dropped. Beck started focusing more on Harline and it paid off with a field goal and two 
touchdowns in the second quarter. 


They connected on a 41-yard pass in the second quarter that put BYU ahead 17-0, then Brown 
scored on a 4-yard run just before halftime and BYU led 24-0. 


After getting stuck at their own 2 on a punt, Beck completed a 17-yard pass to Harline on first 
down to get the Cougars out of trouble quickly. BYU drove for Jared McLaughlin's 24-yard field 
goal that put the Cougars up 3-0, then BYU drove 71 yards on its next possession for another 
score.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. - An Oklahoma interception deep in its own territory with just over 30 
seconds left to play put an end to an Oregon comeback and preserved the Sooners’ Holiday 
Bowl win. 


Sophomore quarterback Brady Leaf came off the bench midway through the fourth quarter to 
rally the Ducks from a 17-7 deficit, completing a 3-yard touchdown pass to tight end Tim Day 
with 3:30 remaining in the game to pull Oregon within striking distance. 


Trailing by only three points, the Ducks’ defense held the Big 12 Conference South Division 
runners-up to three plays and a punt while taking over control of the football on its own 22- 
yard line with 3:04 left on the clock. Completions of six and 37 yards to running back Terrence 
Whitehead and a 19-yard pass to freshman running back Jeremiah Johnson positioned Oregon 
with a chance for its first win over the Sooners in six tries. But rather than play for a game- 
tying field goal, Leaf's pass to Demetrius Williams inside the Oklahoma 10-yard line couldn't 
elude linebacker Clint Ingram’s leap as Oregon fell short in the postseason for the third 
straight time. 


After struggling in two first-half drives and a third to start the second half, Leaf rebounded 
to complete 1l-of-18 passes for 118 yards in the final 7:13 of the game. In addition, the Oregon 
defense, led by senior linebacker Anthony Trucks, held the Sooners to only 42 yards of total 
offense in the final quarter. Trucks completed his career with a game-high 14 tackles, along 
with one fumble recovery as well as a forced fumble, to be awarded the bowl's defensive 
player of the game. 


But it was a sluggish third quarter that put the Ducks in a bind as Oklahoma controlled 
the football for just over 10 minutes of the period and capped two of its four drives with 
touchdowns. 


Oregon opened the game strong as starting quarterback Dennis Dixon accounted for 72 of its 
116 total yards from the game's first two drives, yet the Ducks could convert the prosperity into 
only seven points en route to a 7-3 halftime advantage. Dixon completed eight of 12 passes for 
89 yards in the opening 15 minutes.

EL PASO, Texas — The Gophers won the see-saw battle with 23 seconds left when kicker Rhys 
Lloyd booted a 42-yard field goal on a ball tipped by senior defensive tackle Junior Siavii at 
the line. The Ducks had taken a 30-28 lead on a 47-yard field goal by Jared Siegel with 4:16 to 
play before Minnesota (10-3) drove 55 yards on its ensuing possession to set up Lloyd's winner. 


The Ducks used two of their timeouts in the final minute to give the offense and quarterback 
Kellen Clemens one last chance, but the sophomore starter was intercepted with 10 seconds 
remaining. Clemens ended with career highs in completions (32), attempts (42) and yards 
(363), as well as matching one Sun Bowl record with three touchdowns and claiming another 
pinnacle with a 76.2 completion percentage. Samie Parker ended as game MVP after the 
school's single-game record-holder broke bowl records for catches (16), yards (200) and 
touchdown catches (two). 


Minnesota, which had ranked third nationally in rushing (293.2 avg.), dominated the ground 
stats with 241 yards on 55 carries. Laurence Maroney led ball carriers with 15 carries for 135 
yards and a TD for Minnesota, and Thomas Tapeh added three scores. 


The game opened with a scoreless first quarter, but the teams combined for a bowl-record 
31 points in the second period. Clemens opened the scoring with a 9-yard touchdown pass 
to Dante Rosario with less than a minute elapsed. Siegel hit a season-high three field goals 
(30, 32 and 47) to earn top special teams honors while Siavii was honored as the game's top 
lineman.

SEATTLE, Wash. - Attempts to rebound from a disappointing last half of its regular season 
proved futile as big plays and a ball-control offense contributed to Oregon's first postseason 
setback in four tries. 


After jumping onto the scoreboard first via a Jared Siegel field goal, the Ducks were unable to 
secure their second first down of the game until staring at a 14-3 deficit in Seahawks Stadium. 
Despite completing only nine passes, Wake Forest's offense took advantage of maintaining 
possession of the football for 34:34 while scoring on two of four plays longer than 30 yards to 
account for a second bowl win over Oregon in Il years. 


Redshirt freshman quarterback Kellen Clemens came off the bench to replace Jason Fife to 
open the second quarter - responding with his first touchdown pass as a collegian in his most 
extensive play to date - and helped the Ducks bounce back from an 18-point deficit. 


A 43-yard Keenan Howry punt return, followed by the school's career receiving leader's 36- 
yard run, led to Matt Floberg's lone scoring run of the year to close the gap to 24-17 late in the 
third quarter. Yet the Oregon offense was unable to take advantage of the momentum as it 
was limited to only two more first downs the remainder of the afternoon. 


Linebackers David Moretti and Kevin Mitchell led the defense with 17 and 15 tackles, 
respectively, while George Wrighster's five catches propelled him to the top of the school's list 
for most single-season catches by a tight end ever (41).

TEMPE, Arizona — The dazzling Ducks of Oregon made their case for a share of the national 
championship - and then some. 


Now as far as they're concerned, it's “Go Nebraska!” 


In an impressive end to his college career, Joey Harrington threw for 350 yards and four 
touchdowns as No. 2 Oregon routed No. 3 Colorado 38-16 on Tuesday in the Fiesta Bowl. 


“We made a statement today,” Harrington said. “Thirty-eight unanswered points and shut 
down the hottest team in the country. We showed we deserved to be playing for a share of the 
national championship.” 

Samie Parker caught nine passes for 162 yards, including a perfect 79-yarder for a touchdown 
that put Oregon ahead for good in the second quarter, when the Ducks outgained the 
Buffaloes 198 yards to 53. 

Oregon's Steve Smith set a Fiesta Bowl record with three interceptions, and the Ducks’ defense 
- ranked 81st in NCAA Division | - shut down Colorado's running game and forced the Buffs to 
throw. 

Maurice Morris ran 49 yards for another Oregon score, landing on top of a Colorado defender 
at the Buffaloes 21. He got back on his feet and ran into the end zone to make it 28-7 early in 
the third quarter. 

The Pac-10 champions had a 500-328 advantage in total yards, 150-49 on the ground. 


The Ducks now will root for the Cornhuskers in the Rose Bowl on Thursday, hoping they upset 
top-ranked Miami in the Bow! Championship Series title game. 


Especially Harrington. 
“You bet | will," he said. “I'll be sitting with my family and watching it closer than anyone else." 


Colorado coach Gary Barnett said the Ducks deserve a share of the title if Nebraska beats 
Miami. 


“Oregon played very, very well, with a lot of heart and a lot of speed,” Barnett said. “If | could 
vote, | would vote for them.” 


It was the worst bowl loss ever for the Buffaloes, who rolled into Tempe after a 62-36 rout of 
Nebraska and a 39-37 victory over Texas in the Big 12 title game. 


“Oregon did not get our best shot tonight ... and | don’t have an explanation,” Barnett said. 


The quick-striking Ducks (11-1) never had a touchdown drive longer than 2 minutes, 38 seconds, 
and they achieved the first 11-win season in school history.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. - Joey Harrington and the Oregon Ducks fit right in at the Holiday Bowl. 
Sure, it hurt that the No. 11 Ducks had blown a Rose Bowl berth six weeks earlier. But Harrington 
bounced back by having a hand in four touchdowns -- one of them reminiscent of Steve Young 


-- as the Ducks beat No. 12 Texas 35-30 on Friday night in another wild Holiday Bowl. 


“We've dug deep all year long and we came out with another big one,” said Harrington, who 
threw for two touchdowns, ran for one and caught a halfback pass for another. 


The Ducks (10-2) finished the first 10-win season in the school's 105-year football history. 
After Harrington had six turnovers in a 23-13 loss at Oregon State on Nov. 18 that cost Oregon 
the Pacific-10 Conference's Rose Bowl berth, coach Mike Bellotti told him he had to bounce 
back. 

“| thought he responded very well to the opportunity and the challenge,” Bellotti said. 

“This was such a milestone for the program,” Oregon cornerback Rashad Bauman said. 
“They're a good team and a good program, but we were playing a team, not tradition. We 


dominated them.” 


Still, it wasn’t settled until a desperation pass by Texas sophomore Chris Simms fell incomplete 
in the end zone as time ran out. 


Texas (9-3), which had hoped to vault into the Top 10 with a victory, saw its six-game winning 
streak end. 


“It was a great game to watch," Texas coach Mack Brown said. “I'm sure one of these days I'll 
look back and enjoy it.” 


Harrington had three straight completions to set up the winning score, a 4-yard end-around 
by Jason Willis with 5:46 left. 


Texas helped contribute to another wild Holiday Bowl finish, too, but in the wrong way. The 
Longhorns moved to the Ducks’ 22 with about three minutes to play, but their two heralded 
freshmen wide receivers, B.J. Johnson and Roy Williams, each dropped a pass in the end zone. 
Johnson dropped another one at the 15 that he might have scored on. 


Brown commended Simms for his composure at the end. 


“He threw a pass for a touchdown that was dropped, then he threw another one for a 
touchdown that we dropped, and it didn't faze him,” Brown said. 


“We really thought we had a chance to win at the end of the game." 
The Longhorns got the ball back with 1:37 to play when De’Andre Lewis recovered a fumble on 
a botched handoff. But two plays later, Bauman capped a big game by the Ducks’ defense with 


an interception at the 16.

EL PASO, Texas — Oregon had a double edge over Minnesota -- in bowl game experience 
and close calls. 


Both came in handy when the unranked Ducks upset the No. 12 Golden Gophers 24-20 in 
the Sun Bowl on Keenan Howry's sliding catch of a 10-yard pass from Joey Harrington with 
1:32 left. 


The Ducks (9-3), 4-1 in games decided on the final possession, improved to 20-7 in games 
decided by a touchdown or less in Mike Bellotti's five years as coach. 


Howry's TD reception capped an 87-yard drive that was highlighted by Tony Hartley's 23- 
yard catch over the middle on fourth-and-1l from the Gophers 44 with three minutes left. 


The Ducks’ sixth straight victory made Bellotti the first Oregon coach to post two nine- 
victory seasons and also denied the Golden Gophers (8-4) their first nine-win season since 
1905. 


The Gophers, in their first bowl game since 1986, drove to the Ducks 39 after Howry’s TD 
but linebacker Dietrich Moore sacked game MVP Billy Cockerham, forcing a fumble that 
was recovered by Oregon defensive end Saul Patu. 


Cockerham threw three touchdown passes, two to Ron Johnson, including a 7-yard pass 
on the first play of the fourth quarter that gave the Gophers a 20-17 lead. Cockerham also 
had three turnovers, including two interceptions. 


The run-oriented Gophers abandoned their rushing game in the second half after their 
offensive line was overpowered. At one point, Cockerham dropped back 12 straight times. 


Reuben Droughns gained 95 yards on 21 carries for Oregon. He sat out much of the second 
half with cramps but returned on the final drive, gaining 11 yards on arun that set up 
Howry's winning score.

HONOLULU, Hawaii - Oregon's 22-point fourth-quarter rally was not enough to overcome a 
season-high six turnovers and opponent's big plays as it dropped its second postseason bid 
to the Buffaloes in four years. 


Colorado returned the opening kickoff 93 yards for a score to pace a 17-point first-quarter 
outburst in a game that established a Pac-10 post-season record for most total points by two 
teams. 


Trailing 44-14 midway through the third quarter, the Ducks converted four of their next 
five drives into touchdowns before a fourth-down pass from Akili Smith to Bobby Nero fell 
incomplete with only 2:19 remaining in the game. Smith capped a brilliant senior season by 
throwing for the fourth-highest single-game total in school history, earning the game's co- 
MVP honors.

LAS VEGAS — An explosive Oregon offense put together its most potent display of the year 
while a maligned defense stuffed the nation’s ninth-best rushing attack to pace its first 
postseason triumph in eight years over 23rd-ranked Air Force. 


The Ducks tallied touchdowns on their first two plays from scrimmage and ate up less than 
a minute off the clock on each of their five offensive touchdowns. Pat Johnson accounted 
for his first of two scores on a bomb from Akili Smith to open the barrage and Saladin 
McCullough rambled for his longest run as a collegian to help seize the early momentum. 


Meanwhile, an inspired defense which came into the game yielding over 440 yards per 
game, dismantled the Falcons’ option attack and limited them to a season-low 211 yards total 
offense. The Ducks’ defenders were so dominating that they refused to allow the cadets to 
cross midfield until the second quarter and thwarted a second attempt into Oregon territory 
with a Jaiya Figueras interception. 


Adding to the team victory was a blocked punt by true freshman Garrett Sabol midway 
through the second period, resulting in a Kevin Parker recovery in the end zone and a 19-0 
Oregon lead. 


Yet it was Johnson who was named the games most valuable player after accumulating 272 
all-purpose yards. Peter Sirmon ended the day with 11 tackles and Michael Fletcher added 
nine as the defenders limited Air Force to only three first downs and 92 yards total offense 
in the second half.

DALLAS, Texas - Oregon's inability to capitalize on some early scoring opportunities proved 
costly and the seventh-ranked Buffaloes were able to break the game open with a few big 
plays of their own in the third quarter as the Ducks again returned home empty from their 
second straight New Year's Day bowl appearance. 


No one miscue had a bigger effect on the game's outcome as a 95-yard interception return 
for a second-quarter score after junior quarterback Tony Graziani had driven the Ducks to 
the nine-yard line. 


Pacific-10 Conference all-purpose running leader Ricky Whittle returned the opening kickoff 
63 yards to the Colorado 26-yard line but the Ducks were unable to advance beyond the 
eight-yard line and were forced to settle for a Joshua Smith field goal. Moments later, 
linebacker Rich Ruhl picked off a John Hessler pass to present Oregon with another golden 
opportunity but another stalled drive resulted in the Ducks’ 33-yard three-pointer. 


The Ducks' defense proved to be up to the task against the nation’s sixth-best offense, 
providing the offense with field position inside the midfield stripe two more times after 
taking a 6-0 lead and kept Oregon within striking distance at halftime. But a 19-point 
explosion in the third quarter in less than eight minutes proved to be too much to overcome.

PASADENA, Calif. - Oregon wasn't satisfied with just advancing to the Rose Bowl, not 
intimidated by facing an unbeaten opponent supposedly armed with the best offense in 
history nor awed by the largest crowd ever to watch the Ducks play football. And, when it 
was over, Oregon proved it truly belonged in Pasadena. 


It was Oregon's resolve that was tested when All-America tailback Ki-Jana Carter streaked 
83 yards on Penn State's first offensive play to saddle the Ducks with an early 7-0 deficit. 

It didn't take Oregon long to knot the score and senior quarterback Danny O'Neil's second 
touchdown pass of the day brought the Ducks back to a 14-14 stalemate following linebacker 
Reggie Jordan's interception of Penn State quarterback Kerry Collins. 


Oregon's offense was not appreciably scuttled throughout the game. O'Neil contributed in 
some form to 13 Rose Bowl records, including individual marks for passes attempted and 
completed and yardage through the air. 


Penn State led the nation in offense with a 520-yard average, but was held below that 
figure by Gang Green, the acronym for Oregon's aggressive defense. The Big Ten Conference 
champion scored all three second-half touchdowns after taking possession in Oregon 
territory.

SHREVEPORT, La. - Junior quarterback Bill Musgrave directed Oregon to 17 points in the 
final 18 minutes and sophomore kicker Gregg McCallum provided the clincher with a 20-yard 
field goal with 3:07 remaining to rally the Ducks to victory in their first bowl appearance in 
26 years. 


Trailing by 24-10 late in the third quarter, Musgrave capped a 54-yard scoring drive with his 
second touchdown pass of the night, a nine-yard strike to junior wide receiver Joe Reitzug. 
The bowl's offensive player of the game completed five of six passes for 53 yards during the 
key drive. Musgrave then put the finishing touches on the Ducks’ next possession with the 
first rushing touchdown of his career to forge a 24-24 tie. 


Senior cornerback Chris Oldham picked off a pair of interceptions to earn defensive player 
of the game honors and linebacker Mark Kearns added 11 tackles to his one fumble recovery. 
Sophomore defensive end Matt LaBounty secured the 14th annual Independence Bowl victory 
with a 26-yard quarterback sack with 2:12 remaining. 


The error-prone Ducks dug themselves a 17-10 halftime deficit after Tulsa returned a blocked 
punt for a touchdown 22 seconds before the intermission. The Hurricane, who earlier had 
capitalized on a first-quarter Oregon interception, then scored on its second drive of the 
second half before Oregon was able to mount its resurgence in cold and windy conditions 
that dropped to 29 degrees at kickoff.

EL PASO, Texas — Oregon rode the arm of quarterback Bob Berry in the first half and then 
relied on its defense in the final two quarters to preserve the Ducks’ first bowl victory in 
47 years in the 29th Sun Bowl contest. 


Playing without two-time All-American Mel Renfro due to a wrist injury, the nation’s fourth- 
ranked offense vaulted Oregon out to a 21-0 halftime advantage, thanks in part to a pair 
of H.D. Murphy interceptions. But it was the SMU offense which seized the limelight after 
the intermission, completing 17 of 28 passes in the final 30 minutes while the Mustangs’ 
defense limited the Ducks to only four first downs during that same span. 


Murphy set up Oregon's first score with a 49-yard interception return in the first quarter, 
capped by Dennis Keller's nine-yard run. Murphy's second theft thwarted a potential SMU 
scoring drive on the Ducks’ three-yard line. 


Berry's pinpoint spirals earned him the game's most valuable player honors as he 
connected with Dick Imwalle and Paul Burleson for second-quarter scoring passes of 23 
and 20 yards, respectively. 


Defensive back Ron Martin played a major role in the final touchdown, recovering a Mustang 
fumble at Oregon's 36 before the Ducks’ junior signal-caller led his team into the end zone 
with less than a minute remaining before the half. 


Oregon's defense was up to the task of slowing SMU’s comeback in the third quarter, halting 
drives at the two and 21-yard line. However, the Mustangs’ John Roderick caught a pair of 
touchdown passes in the final 10 minutes to keep his team's hopes alive. The Ducks’ victory 
was finally secured when a SMU onside kick rolled out of bounds with 24 seconds to play.

PHILADELPHIA — Penn State's scoring barrages in the second and fourth quarter proved 
to be too much for the Ducks to overcome as the Nittany Lions successfully defended 
their Liberty Bowl title in the second-annual contest. 


Quarterback Dick Hoak didn't appear to let the 30-degree temperatures and three-foot 
snowbanks along the sidelines bother him, running for two Penn State touchdowns and 
passing for a third to account for Oregon's most decisive setback in five seasons. In 
addition, Hoak picked off a pair of errant Duck passes which led to the winner's final two 
scores. 


Despite his heroics, it was Oregon's Dave Grayson who came away with back of the game 
honors, rushing for 93 yards and adding 43 yards in receptions. Grayson accounted for 
35 of the 88 yards on the Ducks’ opening scoring drive before completing the team's 
third-quarter march with a 10-yard scoring run. 


Defensively, Grayson recovered a Nittany Lion fumble in the end zone to prevent a second 
consecutive Penn State score in the second quarter, but Penn State took advantage of an 
Oregon fumble to accumulate 14 points in the final 2:25 before the half. 


The Ducks threatened to make a game of it on Grayson’s scoring run to conclude the 
team's second series after the intermission. However, Penn State mounted scoring drives 
the first three times it had the ball in the final period.

PASADENA, Calif. - Oregon quarterback Jack Crabtree's fourth-down pass to Ron Stover 
fell incomplete with 47 seconds remaining to allow Ohio State to avert one of the biggest 
upsets in the 44-year history of the New Year's Day classic. 


The Ducks began their last-gasp effort against the nation’s No. l-ranked Buckeyes from 
their own 17-yard line with 4:29 to play. A pass interference call, a 17-yard Crabtree pass to 
Stover and the Oregon field general's six-yard run advanced the ball to the Ohio State 43 
before the team’s final two attempts failed to move the ball closer to victory. 


Ohio State, which had captured the Big Ten Conference crown for the third time in four 
years, opened the game in convincing fashion, climaxing its 79-yard drive with a one-yard 
run by quarterback Frank Kremblas. The Buckeyes’ lone touchdown drive was kept alive by 
a pair of key third-down conversions. 


The Ducks knotted the score at 7-7 early in the second quarter, Jim Shanley’s five-yard 
run capping an 80-yard march in 10 plays. 


Crabtree completed 10 to 17 passes for 135 yards to receive player of the game honors, 
becoming only the third player in the bowl’s history to earn that distinction playing 
for the losing team. In addition, Stover established a Rose Bowl record for most yards 
receiving by a Pacific Coast Conference participant. 


Despite the Buckeyes’ 34-yard field goal with 14:02 left, Oregon had its chances to pull off 
the upset. But, Jack Morris’ three-point try from the same spot hooked to the left at the 
5:20 mark in the third quarter and the Ducks coughed up the ball on the winner's 24-yard 
line following Crabtree’s 23-yard completion to Stover.

DALLAS —- Oregon's fourth-quarter rally fell short, despite quarterback Norm Van 

Brocklin completing six of 10 passes for 109 yards in the second half, as the Pacific Coast 
Conference co-champions were unable to defeat the winners of the Southwest Conference 
in the first meeting ever between the two schools. 


The combined running, passing and kicking exploits of SMU’s Kyle Rote and 1948 Heisman 
Trophy winner Doak Walker were too much to overcome. Rote ran for 93 yards and caught 
four passes for 55 yards while Walker completed six of 10 aerials for 79 yards and rushed 
for another 66. 


But it was the duo's kicking exploits that inflicted the most first-half damage. The two- 
time All-America Walker pulled off a 79-yard quick kick to the Ducks’ one-foot line and 
Rote successfully duplicated the effort with an 84-yard boot rolling dead at the 12 in the 
second quarter. 


The Mustangs jumped on top from the outset, capping the game's initial 73-yard drive with 
Walker's one-yard run. George Bell's interception later in the opening period and Dewayne 
Johnson's second-quarter theft prevented further SMU damage. By the time Oregon was 
able to regroup around its veteran signal-caller, who became the school's first player to 
pass for more than 1,000 yards in a single season, the Ducks faced a 14-0 deficit. 


Oregon scored its first touchdown early in the fourth quarter on a 24-yard pass to Dick 
Wilkins before SMU countered with its third score with 8:45 remaining. Van Brocklin’s 
41-yard pass to Darrell Robinson set up the game's final score by Bob Sanders two minutes 
later.

PASADENA, Calif. - Skeet Manerud’s fourth-quarter 25-yard drop kick was ruled no good, 


allowing unbeaten Harvard to hang on to a 7-6 victory in the sixth-annual Tournament of 
Roses classic. 


Accounts of the game described the kick being so close that the scoreboard had already 
given Oregon credit for the successful attempt as Harvard players banged their helmets 
to the ground over the impending setback. 


The Ducks, coached by the school's 1917 Rose Bowl hero Shy Huntington, lived and died by 
the toes of Manerud and second-team All-American Bill Steers as four other kicks either 
sailed wide of their mark or were blocked. 


After both teams had first-quarter drop kicks blocked, Steers got Oregon on the 
scoreboard early in the second quarter on a three-pointer from the 25-yard line. But 
the Crimson came roaring back behind quarterback Billie Murray, who first returned an 


Oregon punt 25 yards before completing a pair of passes to the Bowl's player of the game, 


Eddie Casey, to set up a Fred Church's 13-yard touchdown run. 


A 15-yard Harvard penalty later in the second period played a major role in the Ducks’ 
second three-pointer, Manerud's successful 30-yard kick completing the day's scoring. 


The Ducks’ third-quarter field goal attempt fell short before both teams had attempts 
blocked in the final 15 minutes. Oregon still possessed a golden opportunity to take the 
lead when it started its final drive on Harvard's 18-yard line. 


The Crimson, which accumulated only nine first downs all afternoon, was then able to 
run out the clock before the final gun. The team amassed 272 yards on the ground, Hollis 
Huntington rushing for 122 yards in his third Rose Bowl in four years (he played for Mare 
Island in the 1918 contest.

Jan. 1, 1917 | The Rose Bowl | Attendance: 27,000 


PASADENA, Calif. - Oregon All-American Shy Huntington turned in one of the more 
remarkable individual efforts in Rose Bowl history to lead the Ducks to victory over 
heavily favored Pennsylvania in the third-annual contest. 


The win marked a significant turning point in the laurels of American football as it was 
finally conceded that western football had achieved parity with the East Coast powers. 


The Quakers mustered the game's first legitimate scoring threat midway into the second 
quarter. After recovering their own blocked kick, Penn utilized a series of power runs up 
the middle to move the ball to the three-yard line. 


Instead of continuing that successful pattern, the lvy League champions chose to test 
the ends which resulted in a 10-yard loss by Oregon's Bricks Mitchell. The ensuing 29-yard 
field goal was not only unsuccessful, but provided the Ducks with the momentum needed 
to win the game. 


Huntington's first of three interceptions late in the third quarter set up the Ducks’ first 
score. The team moved from its own 30-yard line on a combination of passes to R.L. 
Tegert and Shy Huntington and Hollis Huntington and Orville Monteith runs. Shy capped 
the drive on the final play of the period with a 18-yard touchdown pass to Tegert. 


Oregon's clinching score in the fourth quarter was also keyed by a Huntington pass theft 
as Johnny Parsons broke loose for a 45-yard run on the next play from scrimmage to the 
one-yard line. Huntington sprinted to the corner of the end zone on the following play and 
added his second extra point to put the game out of reach. 


The contest came to a fitting conclusion when Huntington thwarted Pennsylvania's final 
79-yard drive by picking off his third pass of the afternoon (he had a fourth interception 
nullified because of a penalty) and the Ducks then ran out the clock four plays later. 


The elder Huntington was awarded back-of-the-game honors while team captain John 
Beckett was selected player of the game. In one of the few individual statistics available 
from the game, Huntington rushed 17 times for 69 yards.

LAS VEGAS — The two-time defending Pac-12 Conference champs were unable to make it three 
in a row, when the No. 10 Oregon football team fell behind early and lost 38-10 to No. 17 Utah in 
the conference title game at Allegiant Stadium. 


Two weeks after the Ducks (10-3) saw their College Football Playoff hopes dashed by the Utes, 
Friday's game played out in frustratingly familiar fashion. Utah took an early 14-0 lead, tacked 
on a third touchdown late in the second quarter and then capitalized on a breakdown by 
Oregon to add on one more score on the last play of the half. The UO offense never got rolling 
Friday, with the Ducks managing just 221 yards. 


Looking to return to the Rose Bowl for the second time in three years and play in their third 
straight New Year's Six game, the Ducks instead seem destined for an Alamo Bowl matchup on 
Dec. 29. Oregon went to Utah on Nov. 20 in position for a playoff berth but saw those dreams 
and more upended by the Utes. 


Oregon's defensive leaders did what they could to keep the game competitive. Noah Sewell 
had 12 tackles and an interception, and Verone McKinley had four tackles and his FBS-leading 
sixth interception. 


Both of those forced turnovers came in the first half, but the UO offense was unable to 
capitalize on them. Meanwhile, Oregon's Anthony Brown also had two first-half interceptions, 
one that was returned for a touchdown and another that set up Utah's field goal on the final 
play of the first half. 


Travis Dye did his part for the Ducks as usual, compiling 109 yards from scrimmage with 
15 rushes for 82 yards and a fourth-quarter touchdown, plus a team-high four receptions 
for 27 yards. Oregon averaged just 6.1 yards per passing attempt and managed only one 
explosion play of 20 yards or more - a 33-yard reception by Isaah Crocker that set up Dye's 
late touchdown.

LOS ANGELES - The Oregon Ducks are back-to-back Pac-12 champions, thanks to a 31-24 
victory over No. 13 Southern California in the conference title game held at L.A. Memorial 
Coliseum. 


Elevated into Friday's game because Washington couldn't participate due to COVID-19 
protocols, the Ducks (4-2) secured the Pac-12's spot in the New Year's Six bowls, and likely a 
trip to the Fiesta Bowl. 


Quarterbacks Tyler Shough and Anthony Brown each threw two touchdown passes, but it 
was the UO defense that stole the show Friday. Game MVP Kayvon Thibodeaux hounded USC 
quarterback Kedon Slovis all night, and helped the Ducks limit the Trojans to 38 rushing yards. 
Nickel Jamal Hill had two interceptions, the second with 2:49 left in the game to all but quash 
USC's comeback bid. 


Playing without two-time 1,000-yard rusher CJ Verdell, the Ducks had to work hard on offense 
all night. Travis Dye led the way with 72 all-purpose yards, and he had one of four receiving 
touchdowns for Oregon in the game. Sean Dollars, celebrating his birthday Friday, provided a 
spark with 52 rushing yards. 


The Ducks threw for just 108 yards, with Shough and Brown sharing time. Brown was used 
situationally at first, entering in red-zone situations and throwing two TD passes. Brown also 
quarterbacked Oregon's final possession, as the Ducks earned one first down and killed all but 
the final 23 seconds of game clock after Hill's second interception with 2:49 to play. 


Hill had two of the Ducks’ three takeaways on the night, as Oregon won the turnover battle for 
just the second time all season. The first takeaway Friday was an interception on the opening 
drive by Deommodore Lenoir, which the Ducks quickly converted into a 7-0 lead three plays 
later when Brown threw a two-yard touchdown pass to Jaylon Redd. 


Hill's first interception came later in the first quarter, and again the Ducks capitalized quickly. 
This time it was Shough throwing a touchdown pass, a 14-yard toss that tight end Hunter 
Kampmoyer hauled in over a defender. 


Oregon led 21-14 at halftime, and opened the second half by using up more than half the third 
quarter on a 14-play, 83-yard touchdown drive that ended in a Brown touchdown pass to Dye. 
USC drove down to the Oregon 4-yard line in response, but DJ James broke up a pass in the 
end zone and the Trojans settled for a field goal. 


USC surprised the Ducks with an onside kick after the field goal, but Thibodeaux sacked Slovis 
on third down to force a punt. The Ducks were forced to punt themselves moments later, but 
a roughing call extended the drive, and Henry Katleman made a 40-yard field goal to put 
Oregon up 31-17. 


The Trojans got within 31-24 with 6:16 to play, and the Ducks went three-and-out. But with 
USC driving on the ensuing possession, Mase Funa forced Slovis from the pocket, the USC 
quarterback got rid of the ball toward the sideline and Hill made the interception while 
tapping a foot down inbounds.

SANTA CLARA, Calif. - The Oregon Ducks took the Pac. 


Three years after enduring a four-win season, two years after Mario Cristobal took over as 
head coach, the UO football team was crowned Pac-12 Conference champions. The Ducks 
exploded to a 20-point lead at halftime and then rode the power of running back CJ Verdell to 
a 37-15 victory over Utah in Levi's Stadium. 


Oregon (11-2) moved on to a berth in the Rose Bowl on New Year's Day. 


Verdell ran for 208 yards and three touchdowns, the most yards rushing against Utah in five 
years. Verdell had touchdown runs of 70 and 31 yards in the fourth quarter, as the Ducks put 
the game away after Utah made it a one-score game with a surge in the third quarter. 


Junior safety Brady Breeze and freshman defensive end Kayvon Thibodeaux set the tone for 
the UO defense, and senior linebacker Troy Dye helped ice the game with an interception 
that set up Verdell's final touchdown. Breeze led the Ducks with nine tackles and had an 
interception in the first half, in which Oregon took a lead of 20-0. Thibodeaux hounded Utah 
quarterback Tyler Huntley all night, finishing with 2.5 sacks among his five tackles, and also 
blocked a punt. 


Senior Jake Hanson returned from missing the Civil War to start at center for a UO offensive 
line that dominated up front. Though the Ducks had some untimely false start penalties in the 
first half, the Ducks rushed for 239 yards as a team. 


Senior quarterback Justin Herbert helped spark that rushing attack with some early keepers 
in the option, going against Oregon's tendency this season. Herbert rushed seven times for 20 
yards, and completed 14-of-26 passes for 193 yards and a touchdown. 


The touchdown was a 45-yard strike after a vicious double move by Johnny Johnson Ill as 
Oregon jumped out to its 20-0 halftime lead. That outburst included two field goals by Camden 
Lewis, and he added a third in the third quarter, between the two Utah touchdowns that briefly 
made it a one-score game entering the fourth quarter.

SANTA CLARA, Calif. - Behind an inspired defensive effort and a balanced offense, Oregon 
brought home its first Pac-12 championship in three years and avenged consecutive losses 
to Arizona with a 51-13 win over the Wildcats in the conference title game at Levi's Stadium. 
The victory all but assured the Ducks’ place in the inaugural College Football Playoff field on 
New Year's Day. 


The UO offense struggled with penalties and settled for field goals early, but Oregon's defense 
opened with what has to be considered one of the greatest halves of football in school history. 
The Ducks held Arizona to 25 yards in the first half, including minus-nine rushing. They took 
a 23-0 lead into halftime, the third straight game Oregon led at least 20-0. Marcus Mariota 
rushed for two touchdowns and Aidan Schneider was 3-of-4 on field-goal attempts, more than 
enough to back a defense that forced six straight three-and-outs to end the half, on which 
Arizona netted a total of minus-two yards. 


Mariota extended his FBS record streak of 39 straight games with a TD pass to start his career 
early in the second half, hitting Devon Allen for the redshirt freshman’s first receiving score 
since the Arizona game in the regular season. The UO defense lost its shutout on a busted 
coverage moments later, Arizona scoring on a long touchdown pass by backup quarterback 
Jesse Scroggins when the Ducks had a miscommunication that left a receiver wide open. But 
ultimately the Wildcats couldn't sustain anything on what was an impressive night for the 
Oregon defense. The Ducks, meanwhile, kept rolling, with another Mariota rushing touchdown 
and a TD reception by Darren Carrington in the third quarter for a 44-7 lead. 


Arizona came into the game averaging nearly 500 yards of offense, but the Wildcats finished 
Friday with just 224, including 111 rushing. Mariota accounted for five touchdowns, rushing for 
three in a single game for the first time in his career. Royce Freeman exceeded 100 rushing 
yards for the third straight game and sixth time overall, and Charles Nelson had 199 all- 
purpose yards. Carrington started at wideout and led the Ducks with seven catches for 126 
yards, with a touchdown. 


Oregon (12-1) extended its winning streak to eight games, and is a win away from establishing 
a school record of 13 victories. The Ducks entered the evening ranked No. 2 by the College 
Football Playoff selection committee, and will watch Saturday's SEC and ACC title games to see 
if they have a chance to enter the postseason at No. 1in the country.

EUGENE, Ore. -- LaMichael James ran for 219 yards and three touchdowns and No. 8 Oregon 
beat UCLA 49-31 in the inaugural Pac-12 championship game Friday night for the Ducks’ third 
straight conference title and a berth in the Rose Bowl. 


Darron Thomas threw for 219 yards and three touchdowns, becoming Oregon's career leader 
with 63 TD passes. 


James became the first rusher in Pac-12 history with three straight 1,500-yard seasons. He 
moved into a tie with USC's LenDale White (2003-05) for second on the league's career rushing 
TD list with 52. 


The heavily favored Ducks scored on their first series when James ran 30 yards for a 
touchdown. James went into the game as the nation's top running back with an average of 


142.7 yards per game. 


UCLA tied it when linebacker Patrick Larimore intercepted Thomas and ran 35 yards for a 
touchdown. 


Thomas scored on a 10-yard keeper and then found true freshman tight end Colt Lyerla alone 
in the end zone with a 7-yard scoring pass to make it 21-7. 


UCLA narrowed it with Prince's flea-flicker to Nelson Rosario for a 37-yard touchdown. 


James added a 3-yard touchdown run to make it 28-14 before Darron Thomas connected with 
Daryle Hawkins for a 25-yard TD reception. 


UCLA's Tyler Gonzalez kicked a 44-yard field goal to make it 37-17 at halftime. 


Prince scored on a 1-yard run early in the third quarter to pull UCLA closer to the Ducks, but 
James answered with a 5-yard TD dash to make it 42-24. 


A Heisman Trophy finalist last season as a sophomore, James fell out of the running for the 
most part this season because he missed two games with a dislocated right elbow. 


David Paulson caught a 22-yard touchdown pass midway through the third, which put Darron 
Thomas in front of Danny O'Neil (1991-94) for most passing TDs at Oregon. 


Rosario pulled down a one-handed, 19-yard touchdown pass from Prince with less than two 
minutes to play. Prince completed 13 of 26 passes for 164 yards and two touchdowns.

Nothing encapsulates the University of Oregon's unparalleled mix of natural beauty and 
cutting-edge modernity quite like the gameday experience at Autzen Stadium. 


Located just north of campus, Autzen Stadium is reached by a short walk through groves of 
maple and ash, oak and alder. After fans cross its namesake footbridge over the Willamette 
River and follow a wooded path through Alton Baker Park, Autzen Stadium emerges - the 
centerpiece of a UO Athletics complex that includes PK Park, the Casanova Center, Papé Field, 
the Moshofsky Center and the home of Oregon football, the Hatfield-Dowlin Complex. 


Originally built in 1967, Autzen Stadium underwent an extensive expansion and upgrade 
in 2002. That project enhanced the gameday experience for fans on the south side of the 
stadium bowl, and the north side was itself upgraded in 2013. Most recently, prior to the 
2020 season, the east end zone was remade to house one of the largest scoreboards in the 
country, a massive video screen and upgraded sound system, all funded by private donations. 
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As fans crowd through the gates and to their seats prior to kickoff, a clear day yields a 
magnificent view of the Cascade Range’s Three Sisters to the east. Later, the sun will set 
behind the west end zone, tucking itself behind the Coast Range, which lies between the 
Willamette Valley and the Pacific Ocean. As everyone in attendance can attest, and in the 
immortal words of longtime public-address announcer Don Essig, “it never rains in Autzen 
Stadium." 


But it's the action between the lines that primarily commands the attention of Oregon fans. 
Playing on a field named for former head coach Rich Brooks, the Oregon football team has 
won eight conference titles since moving into Autzen Stadium. The Ducks are 19-7-1 against 
in-state rival Oregon State in Autzen Stadium, and 16-11 against Washington in games played 
there. 


In the process, Oregon fans have come to be known as some of the loudest and most 
passionate in the nation, providing a homefield advantage that's the envy of some schools 
with much larger capacities. The noise level created by Duck fans was once measured at 127 
decibels, louder than a jet airplane at takeoff, and akin to the volume of a jackhammer at 
close range. 


The Ducks have given fans much to celebrate over the years, moments that have become 
legend. Terry Obee's endaround to beat Washington in 1988. Bill Musgrave to Vince Ferry for 
a game-winning touchdown against UCLA in 1990. Joey Harrington directing fourth-quarter 
comebacks against Arizona State in 1999, and Cal in 2000, and USC in 2001. Matthew Harper's 
interception to clinch a win over the Trojans in 2007. Marcus Mariota to Josh Huff in the 
waning minutes of the 2013 meeting with Oregon State. 


And of course: Kenny Wheaton's gonna score! Kenny Wheaton's gonna score! 
Plenty of other moments merit inclusion among those highlights. And there are plenty more 


memories still to be made, in one of college football's most bucolic settings, the home of 
Oregon football, Autzen Stadium.
